DIFFERENCES EMERGE AT CEPGL MEETING IN GISENYI

[Text] Gisenyi (Rwanda), 29 Jan (AFP)--A few differences have emerged between 
the delegations of Burundi, Rwanda and Zaire during the eighth ordinary session 
of the Council of Ministers of the Economic Community of the Countries of the 
Great Lakes (CEPGL) which began in Gisenyi on Wednesday evening. 


The three ministers and the state commissioner for external affairs of the CEPGL 
met on Thursday in Camera without the participation of experts and of the 
executive secretary of the community, David Mpfubusa. 


Sources close to the conference believe that it was decided to hold the meeting 
in Camera to enable the three ministers to attempt settling litigious points 
causing opposition among the delegations. The same source points out that 

among these litigious points is, in particular, the issue of the choice of the 
installation of projects such as the construction of a pharmaceutical laboratory. 


During the plenary session held on Thursday and Friday, the problem of the par- 
ticipation of member states in the community's budget was also raised by the 
Burundian minister of foreign affairs, Edward Nzambimana. He deplored what he 
considers to be a very large increase in the budget and said that his country 
would find it difficult to meet its obligations if the draft budget were adopted. 


The three ministers also expressed their approval of the plan for the creation 
of an economic community of central African states in accordance with the 
Libreville declaration of November 1981. 


The Burundian minister, however, expressed certain reservations, saying that 
before any decision was made he would like permanent consultations with his 
CEPGL partners. 


The issues of the running of the executive secretariat of the CEPGL whose head- 
quarters is in Gisenyi, and of civil servants allowances gave rise to quarrels 
between the ministers and the executive secretariat. 


The litigious matters will be discussed again on Friday morning dy the ministers 
before the closing session scheduled for the afternoon. 


The CEPGL heads of state conference, which will be attended by Presidents Jean- 
Baptiste Bagaza of Burundi, Juvenal Habyarimana of Rwanda and Mobutu Sese Seko 
of Zaire, will open on Saturday afternoon. 


Concurrent with the council of ministers meeting, an extraordinary session 
of the electrification of the great lakes region, a specialized institution 
falling under the CEPGL, opened on Thursday evening and is being attended by 
the ministers of planning of the three member countries. The aim of the meeting 
is to discuss, in particular, the construction of a hydroelectric power station.

[Correspondent] Earlier, the Rwandan president stressed that the community was 
in a sound position with the initial ardent faith that characterized its creation. 
There is still a lot to do and we must make further efforts to achieve more 
successes. 


On opening the conference, the outgoing chairman and Rwandan head of state gave 
a balance sheet of the organization's achievements, which he described as 
positive in several fields thanks to the devotion of the permanent executive 
secretariat as well as the support of each of the heads of state. Several con- 
crete cooperation projects were undertaken, particularly in the fields of trade, 
finance, tourism and immigration. President Habyarimana also spoke about the 
community's positive activities during the past year in the fields of health, 
social affairs and culture, education, information and press, youths and sport.

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GENERAL SITUATION IN MUNICIPALITY OF SOYO REVIEWED 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 25 Dec 81 p 3

{Text] A trip over the wretched roads of Zaire Province is perhaps the best proof 
that more attention needs to be paid to maintaining the road system in the land of 
the ancient Kingdom of Congo. 


Although the trip from Nzeto to the municipality of Soyo is interrupted from time to 
time by a number of tourist attractions such as the Xinzau beaches, the dust that 
rises from the road and covers travelers’ faces, even in closed vehicles, inevitably 
leads to drowsiness, with the result that many interesting details are not retained 
in one's memory. 


With an abrupt lurch, our light vehicle made a sharp turn to avoid a petroleum rig 
right in the middle of the road. We had arrived in the municipality of Soyo. 


Located in the extreme upper left-hand corner of our country's map, the municipality 
of Soyo enjoys great maritime and river resources and also possesses minerals that 
will be able to contribute a great deal to its future development. 


In view of the potential in natural resources, the inhabitants of Zaire Province do 
not hesitate to say that the municipality of Soyo may become the economic capital of 
the ancient Kingdom of Congo sometime in the future. But anyone setting foot in that 
region quickly notices that something is out of synch with reality. The fact is that 
of «wll the existing resources in Soyo, only petroleum, which began to be exploited 

in 1965-1966, has experienced unrestrained development. 


But in view of the innumerable difficulties facing the municipality today, we are 
led inevitably to the conclusion that the “black gold" has done little or nothing 
to benefit Soyo. 


With an estimated population of 70,000 spread over three communes (Pedra do Feitico, 
Sumba, and Kelo), the municipality of Soyo is experiencing innumerable difficulties 
at present, many of them resulting primarily from its anarchic development. The 
problems with water and electricity that make themselves felt throughout Zaire Prov- 
ince are also disturbingly present in Soyo, even though it benefits from the water 
resources of the Zaire River, which empties there. 


The city of Soyo remains plunged in darkness when night arrives! We must remember 
that Soyo, together with M'Banza Congo and Nzeto, was the main center of settlement 
for Europeans. Moreover, it was in those cities that education and health facilities 
were concentrated. 


The contrasts that prevail in Soyo are only too obvious, aid as a consequence, they 
cannot pass unnoticed by any ordinary citizen. Although it is a petroleum-producing 
municipality, asphalt has been used only to pave the airport, whose small waiting 
room cannot currently handle the air ‘raffic provided by TAAG [Air Transportation of 
Angola] on its routes linking Soyo to the country's capital, Cabinda and Uige Prov- 
inces, and the cities of M'Banda Congo and Nzeto. 


The city's main street also knew asphalt at one time. But the fighting that took 
place during the second war of national liberation against the UPA [Union of Angolan 
Peoples] and FNLA puppets and the subsequent lack of maintenance work have contrib- 
uted immensely to the quite wretched state of the asphalt today as far as vehicle 
traffic is concerned. It blends in with the brown earth. 


Another feature that also attracts attention is Soyo's rather scattered appearance, 
with the city and the neighborhoods mingling on a discordant note. The fact is that 
the city of Soyo has not known big buildings--the pride of big cities--or well- 
defined thoroughfares. The poor dwellings cover the spaces between permanent build- 
ings, in many cases not hesitating to jut into the streets, turning them into narrow 
alleys with poor sanitation conditions. 


Struggle Needed for the Future 


Many efforts are necessary now to break with the contrasts inherited from the past, 

since those contrasts contribute a great deal toward worsening the population explo- 
sion that is occurring in the municipality of Soyo today. That rapid growth is due 

chiefly to the return of inhabitants who had taken refuge in the neighboring Repub- 

lic of Zaire. 


In the first place, as was emphasized by the municipal commissioner, it is becoming 
necessary for the oil operations, which have the cooperation of Italian, French, 

and American firms, to contribute markedly to the municipality's social and economic 
development. And in fact, the petroleum operation has already made it possible to 
build the Kwanda Base, an undertaking on the Zaire River which will do a lot to sup- 
port activities related to petroleum. 


That activity has also led to the opening of new thoroughfares linking the Kwanda 
Base with areas directly concerned with petroleum operations. The thoroughfares, 
which are tens of kilometers long, will be asphalted. But will the streets in the 
city of Soyo, as well as those linking the communes, also be asphalted? That is a 
question that every inhabitant of the municipality is asking himself, since he sees 
anxiously that the contrasts of the past, instead of being eliminated, are growing 
increasingly worse. 


Another noteworthy point concerns the Kwanda Base (or Kwanda Port). That important 
facility, which provides berths for ships, as we pointed out above, is concerned 
only with petroleum activities. But the municipality of Soyo has a small supply 


port that is inadequate for unloading the CABOTANG ships that tie up there. Inci- 
dentally, CABOTANG is refusing to send its ships to Soyo because they lose too much 
time unloading, the reason being that the municipality lacks transportation facili- 
ties due to the wretched state of its roads. Here it is right to point out, however, 
that there does exist a chain that can be described as road-transportation-ships. 

At the moment, that chain has been broken. 


Its rupture is disturbingly reflected in the area of supplies of essential foodstuffs 
for the population, since within the context of Zaire Province, the municipality of 
Soyo has a degree of autonomy that is due, above all, to the large number of inhabi- 
tants it attracts. 


It is true that agriculture, which employs most of the population, is experiencing 
some development. But the necessary links between city and rural area are not reli- 
able due to the poor means of transportation available to the municipality. Even 
the development being experienced by agriculture is due primarily to the enthusiasm 
of the peasants, since support from the appropriate structures for farm implements 
and seed is very deficient. 


But it is always good to vary one's diet a little, and it is precisely here that the 
municipality of Soyo's supply system needs to be straightened out. Isaac Andre is 
of the opinion that along with the Kwanda Port, there should ulso be an attempt to 
build a commercial port for supplying the municipality. That is a commendable idea 
from the start, but we consider it a difficult one to implement at the moment because 
of the huge investments that we would necessarily have to make. 


The projects now underway may in the future transform the municipality of Soyo into 
not only a major trading center but also a tourist attraction in the northern part 
of the country. When that time comes, it would be a good thing if Soyo were capable 
of satisfactorily meetirg the new demands that will be placed on it. 


During our stay in Soyo, we had the opportunity to inspect a new town planning proj- 
ect aimed at settling people along the long road leading from the Kwanda Base. New 
and permanent dwelliigs with better sanitation conditions will be built along that 
road. New dwellings will also be built in the center of town so as to give ita 
more wholesome and inviting air. These new dwellings will be part of a project that 
will include a soccer stadium meeting modern standards, something that will do a lot 
for the development of sports in Zaire Province. 


We recall that athletic activity in Zaire Province is still taking hesitant steps 
at present due to the lack of suitable spots for making it a mass activity. As we 
could see, there is great enthusiasm among young people for the practice of sports, 
but the physical facilities do not exist for meeting that aspiration of the young 
people. 


The new town planning project also calls for the construction of hotels and swimming 
pools. The municipality of Soyo currently has only one building, belonging to 
EMPROTEL, for receiving visitors. But that building, which has only one story, can- 
not satisfy the few visitors because of its lack of physical facilities. 


Another outstanding project in the municipality of Soyo involves the construction 
of a residential neighborhood to support fishing activity on the Zaire River. That 








project, the responsibility of a Swedish team from SIDA [Swedish International Devel- 
opment Authority], is now in the process of completion. 


When that undertaking is completed, new prospects will open up for the development 
of small-scale fishing activity at a more advanced level. In this framework, the 
fishermen will find new incentive to devote themselves to fishing with a more revo- 
lutionary spirit directed toward overcoming the difficulties of the inhabitants, 
not only in Soyo but also in the other municipalities making up Zaire Province. 


What Promise for the Near Future? 


In view of the projects now being carried out in the municipality of Soyo, we are 

led to believe that vast prospects will open up as far as the municipality's social 
and economic development is concerned. Soyo's development cannot be viewed in an 
isolated context, however, since it can contribute a great deal to the development 

of Zaire Province. The fact is that social and economic development in that province 
is lagging considerably at present in comparison with the cities of Luanda, Benguela, 
Huambo, Lubango, and others. 


With its cultural, recreational, and tourist attractions, therefore, the municipality 
of Soyo may come to constitute the main center of settlement in Zaire Province and 
thereby provide an incentive that will help inestimably in solving the major problems 
which--chiefly because of its low population density (180,000 inhabitants in an area 
of 40,130 square kilometers)--are still making themselves felt in the land of the 
ancient Kingdom of Congo.

NATIONAL WORKERS UNION NINTH SESSION BEGINS

[Text] Mocamedes, 28 Jan (ANGOP)--The Central Council of the National Union 
of Workers of Angola (UNTA) began its ninth session on Wednesday in Mocamedes 
under the guidance of Pascoal Luvualu, member of the Political Bureau of the 
party and secretary general of the Angolan Trade Union. 


The aim of this 9th session of the UNTA Central Council is to evaluate the 
degree of implementation of the work programs for the past year, appruve the 
program for the current year, analyze the accomplishments of UNTA congress 
during this 5-year period and review questions concerning the improvement 

of workers' living conditions. 


During this meeting, according to Pascoal Luvualu, the UNTA budget for 1982 
will be approved. It will govern all expenditures to be incurred...and there 
will be no supplementary budgets or unplanned expenditures. 


In his opening speech, the UNTA secretary general underlined the need to defend 
the country noting that at this stage of the solution to the Namibian problen, 
armed actions and economic sabotage will be stepped up against our people and 
our young wepublic in order to obtain a neo-colonialist solution that will 
serve the interests of the multinationals. 


He went on to say that, at the trade union level, defense and popular vigilance 
should also be the main theme of our activities since all the trade unionists 
should make the working masses aware of the need to join the armed forces. 


Luvualu stressed that the year of economic organization means the strengthening 
of the state sector of our economy in such a way that the revenue of the 
state's general budget may be derived mainly from the profit of the state's 
economic units. 


Regarding the task of the trade unionist, he emphasized that the latter should 
understand once and for all that the office is only transient and that the vehicle 
given to him is meant to be used to take him to the workers, noting that the trade 
union's field of work is the factory or the place where our affiliates work with 
their problems and difficulties. All this may be viewed with the framework of 
contact between the leaders and workers, he further indicated. 


The deliberations of the 9th session are expected to end on Saturday.

ARMS FOR UNITA—Lisbon, January 14--King Hassan of Morocco is supplying arms 
to the anti-Government UNITA forces in Angola as part of major cash and 
diplomatic aid to the rebel organisation, the conservative weekly 0 TEMPO 
reported today. According to the paper, which interviewed UNITA leader 

Jonas Savimbi in the Moroccan capital Rabat, the Moroccan regime considers 
the rebel forces a help in "stopping Soviet imnerialism in Africa." Morocco 
was also expecting that UNITA would, after taking power in Angola, promulgate 
a right to "religious liberty permitting the expansion of Islam" in the country, 
O TEMPO said. The UNITA leader had a lengthy meeting with King Hassan at 

his Marrakesh Palace, the paper said. The weekly also reported that UNITA 
would soon free "without conditions" 28 Portuguese it had been holding for

DIAMOND PRODUCTION UP--Since 1978, the year in which the Angola Diamond Company 
(DIAMANG), a diamond-producing company that includes foreign stockholders, was taken 
over by government-appointed management, that company's quite accelerated develop- 
ment has brought its volume of production close to the 1973 total, which was the 
figure adopted as the initial goal. The establishment of innovative infrastructures 
providing the production and engineering sectors with improved material means led to 
qualitative leaps that were reflected in the increased total production in carats 
for 1980. Production plans for 1980 called for a total of 1,400,200 carats, or 100 
percent more than in 1977, the year before the current management took over. As a 
result of developments in the enterprise's production, that figure was exceeded by 

6 percent for a total production of 1,485,498 carats, or 85,298 carats more than 
initially forecast. Using 1973's production goal of 2,113,198 carats as a base of 
100, diamond production in 1980 amounted to 70 percent of the goals of 7 years ago. 
In 1979 the Angola Diamond Company produced 840,956 carats, a quantity that was in- 
creased by 77 percent in 1980. The 352,973 carats recorded in 1977 totaled only 

17 percent of the 1973 production. The production recorded in 19380, with the help 
of activities by sectors vital to mineral production--metallurgy. engineering, elec- 
tricity and machine shop services, telecommunications, and prospecting, among others-- 
makes it possible to predict that the 1973 levels may soon be reached. [By Fernando

LACK OF NATIONAL ARMY CONSIDERED MAJOR HANDICAP

[Text ] N'DJAMENA, January 13 - A year after the official 
end of its dvil war Chad is still searching for national unity 
as a prerequisite for a positive future. 





But the dchadians themselves are the most pessimistic 
that 1982 will see a solution to their two main problems - the 
15-year-old differences among the various politico-military 
factions which make up the so-called Transitional Government 
of National Unity (GUNT), and the continuing rebellion of former 
Defence Minister Hissene Habré's Armed Forces of the North (FAN). 


The internal conflicts within the Government are still 
acute : the legal position of Goukouni Weddeye as Head of State - 
recognised by the Organisation of African Unity and most Western 
countries - is still not totally acknowledged in Chad, where 
Foreign Minister Acyl Ahmat and Vice-President Colonel Abdelkader 
Wadel Kamougue are his main rivals. 


Mr. Acyl, head of the Democratic Revolutionary 
Council (CDR), is notably opposed to a policy of dialogue with 
Egypt and Sudan-which is accused by the GUNT of supporting 
Mr. Habré-and has branded as "ill-timed" the withdrawal of the 
Libyan forces which Mr. Goukouni first invited into the country 
to ltelp him beat the FAN and then asked to leave. 


No negotiation 





Colonel Kamousue, whose Chadian Armed Forces (FAT) 
faction is the best organised, is a strong critic of the way the 
embryo Integrated National Army is being established. The FAT 
are the most reluctant to join a regular national force, which 
would theoretically mean an end to the "private armies" unless 
they are in ommand co it. 


The only point of agreement between President Goukouni, 
Mr. Acyl and ColonelKamougue is that they will not negotiate 
with Mr. Habré to restore peace to Chad. 
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Libyan vacuum 





Colonel Kamougue said in an end-of-the-year report 
to President Gukouni that the departure of "our Libyan friends" 
had left "a vacuum which elements of the Integrated Army have 
not been able to fill and which has led to the situation in the 
east of the country". 


It is precisely that situation - where the FAN were 
recently reported by Radio Tripoli to have surrounded the OAU 
peace-keeping force in the central town of Ati and called on it 
to surrender or be exterminated - which is the most worrying. 


Lightning campaign- 





In this new attack, launched from Sudan where the FAN 
took refuge along the border a year ago after the arrival of the 
Libyans, Mr. Habré's troops reached Ati in less than two months 


in a lightning campaign, capturing half a dozen major towns on 
the way. 


The FAN were aided greatly by the speedy withdrawal 
of the Libyan troops and the delay in bringing in the interafrican 
force to replace them. The Chadian Government, which said the . 
Libyans should be out by December 31, calculated that they would 
be progressively replaced by the OAU troops. 


Early pullout 


Instead Libyan leader Moamer Kadhafi pulled all his 
forces out by mid-November and - deliberately or not - opened 
the way for Mr. Habré to reappear on the scene. 


A year ago the Libyans had helped President Goukouni 
to drive the FAN out of Ndjamena and virtually suppress it in 
Chad, but the OAU force cannot give the Government the same 
insurance policy. 


President Goukouni was counting on the inter-African 
force - comprising contingents from Nigeria, Senegal and Zaire - 
to defeat the FAN, but for the OAU its role is not an offensive 
one. 


Purely symbolic... 





This has given rise to strong disagreement between the 
pan-African body and President Goukouni, who has called the force 
useless and questioned the CU's determination to aid Chad. He 
has even hinted that he might request the OAU contingents to 
leave the country in their turn. 


Mr. Goukouni has thus lined up with the stance adopted 
earlier by the factions of Mr. Acyl and Colonel .Kamougue with 
regard to the peace-keeping force. The CDR has refused to help it 
and the FAT says its presence is purely symbolic. 
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Empty coffers 





However, Chad's major handicap remains the lack of 
a national army. The OAU force should in principle help to form 
and train it, but it has run up against the reluctance of the 
various factions to cooperate and so sign their own death warrant 
and also a dearth of military material to equip it. 


Western sources insist that it is up to Chadians 
to find peace, but this has never been as dependent as now on 
foreign countries supplying both humanitarian and military aid. 
The United Nations has worked out at 226 million dollars the 
amount needed for the “recovery, reconstruction and development” 
of Chad, but Ndjamena's coffers have been empty for the past 
two years. (A.F.P.)

"AFP' UPDATE ON CURRENT MILITARY SITUATION

[Text] Yaounde, 23 Jan (AFP)--It is learned from informed sources in Yaounde that 
advanced elements of Hissein Habre's troops recently infiltrated into the area of 
the Chadian districts of Salal and Moussouro, on the Faya-Largeau Axix, but that 
they are likely to clash with units of the inter-African peacekeeping force which 
was deployed in the region a few days ago for the first time. 


The Moussoro and Salal districts are situated at 200 and 400 kilometers respective- 
ly from Ndjamena on the long 800-kilometer route leading from the Chadian capital 
to the main northern district in the country, Faya-Largeau, which fell into the 
hands of Hissein Habre's Fan 10 days ago. 


After the fall of Faya-Largeau observers said the rebel leader intended to head 
towards Ndjamena with the aim of speeding up the fall of Goukouni Oueddei's regime 
or forcing him to negotiate. 


Apparently it was with the aim of foiling this plan that the units of the OAU peace- 
keeping force were stationed in the north of Ndjamena. A Nigerian company compris- 
ing 100 men has been stationed at Moussouro while other Nigerian elements have been 
sent to MAO and BOL, two little towns situated to the north of Ndjamena, above 

Lake Chad. 


Thus, observers noted, the neutral peacekeeping force in Chad (consisting of about 
5,000 men) has been deployed to surround the capital within an area of 400 kms. 

By basing themselves in Moussouro and Ati the African blue helmets can keep a watch 
on the two main roads leading to Ndjamena from the country's northern and southern 
regions which are occupied by the Fan. 


Evidently the head of state, Goukouni Oueddei, has succeeded in mobilizing the entire 
headquarters of the inter-African peacekeeping force to take part in this sole 
objective which, for him, has become an obsession; preventing Hissene Habre from 
getting into Ndjamena by all means. 


There is no doubt, observers believe, that the attitude of the neutral force in Chad 


and the OAU's clearly expressed willingness to aid the Chadian Government to recover 
the areas under the enemy's control will hinder the Fan's drive towards Ndjamena. 
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However, it is noted in Yaounde, Hissene Habre's troops still control nearly one 
quarter of the country. The recovery of Doum Hadjer, located at 600 kms east of 
Ndjamena which was announced by radio Tripoli on Thursday has not been confirmed 
in the Caeroonian capital. 


The silence of Chadian officials on this information, observers believe, seems to 
prove that the area is still being occupied by the Fan. 


Also, reliable sources speak about the weakness of the Chadian National Integrated 
Army (ANI), its lack of equipment, food and ammunition to take on the Fan. 


Most of the ANI troops are concentrated at ATI (in the central part of the country) 
where the Nigerian and Zairian contingents forming the neutral force are also based. 


Reports from Yaounde say that Zairian troops patrol around the town very often, up 
to a distance of 50 kms to the East.

ADDIS ABABA (EH) — Constru- 
ection work on the 180-million Birr 
Kombolcha Textile Mills Project, 
which is expected to be completed 
sometime in 1985, has just started. 

This was disclosed by Comrade 
Fikre Hugiane, Project manager, in 


rald lere yesterday. He said the con- 


struction of 25 residential buildings 
housing Ethiopian and foreign experts 
that will be engaged in the installation 
of machinery and equipment is near- 
ing completion. The plant will be bu- 
ilt on a 250,000-square metre site, 
75,000 square metres of which will 
be used for the construction of factory 
buildings and other vital units. 
According to Comrade Fikre, mach- 
inery and equipment for the project 
will be supplied by the German Demo- 
cratic Republic (GDR) and Czechos- 
lovakia on credit, under a main con- 
tract concluded between Ethiopia and 
these countries in March 1980. On 
the basis of the contract GDR will be 
supplying 55 million Birr worth of 
equipment including spinning mach- 
inery, finishing equipment in part, 
electrical equipment, steam generation 
and treatment plant. The Czechoslo- 
vak credit amounting 17 million Birr 
will be in the form of machinery for 
the weaving plant while a 12.4 mil- 


lion Birr. YWalian: credit will involve 


- 


the supply of finishing equipment for 
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the plant. 

The construction of the Kombok 
cha textile mills in Wollo region is 
entrusted to the Ethiopian Building 
Construction Authority (EBCA). By 
the time it becomes operational the 
new factory will have 45,100 spindles 


-and 478 looms in addition to a finish- 


ing unit. The factory's annual output 
is estimated to be 22 million squarc 
metres.of different types. of cotton fa-_ 
brics and will give employment to ar- 
ound 3,400 workers. The country’s 
present output of textile fabrics is ab- 
out 95 million square metres per an- 
num. 

The project manager pointed out 
that the establishment of the Kombol- 
cha textile mills will considerably co 
ntribute to the socio-economic growth 
of the region. He said the mills will 
be using some 7,000 tons of lint cot- 
ton ennually grown in plantations at 
Milie and Tendaho, in the Lower 
Awash Valley. He said the creation of 
employment opportunities for a large 
number of psople in the area is one 
of the major positive impacts. 

Socio-Economic Benefits 

Elaborating further on the socio-ec- 
onomic aspects accompanying the la- 
unching of the project, Comrade Fi- 
kre said workers will draw benefits 
of 7.5 million Birr in the form of sa- 





laries annually. He said the project 


will also help generate 245 million 
Birr annually in the form of taxes and 
surplus over a period of 15 years from 
the time the plant starts operation. 
He said the project is being built in 
Kombolcha in keeping with the Go- 
vernment’s policy for the distribution 
of industries among the different re- 
gions. 

The project manager enumerated 
the advantages that will accrue from 
the setting up of the project in Kom- 
bolcha. He said we expect the town’s 
population to double in a few year’s 
time, which in turn calls for the deve- 
lopment of the necessary infrastruc- 
ture to meet future demand. He said 
in this connection there is a need to 
build more schools and increased he- 
alth services and other essential faci- 
lities like postal, electricity and tele- 
communications. He reminded the re- 
spective government ministries and 
‘organizations to give due attention to 
this matter and start work as soon as 
possible to provide these services as 
_ they are needed. 

The produce from the textile mills 
at Kombolcha will primarily be used 
for domestic consumption but they are 
made in such a way that they can 
be put to the export market in future 
should there be the demand. At pre- 
_ sent there is a shortage in the supply 
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of textile fabrics in the market, as the 
combined output of all 15 plants in 
the country can only satisfy, about 75 
per cent of the national demand. The 
shortage in the supply of textile fab-

up to 61 million square metres over 
the next five years. 
Discussing the question of training 
personnel for the Kombolcha textile 
mills, Comrade Fikre said that train-

ACADEMICIAN DISCUSSES TEACHING OF FOREIGN, NATIONAL LANGUAGES 


Addis Ababa THE ETHIOPIAN HERALD in English 5 Jan 82 pp l, 5

ADDIS ABABA (ENA) — “Yes, 
there are plans to include some langu- 
ages other than English in, the pro- 
gramme of the Foreign Languages 
Department.” This was stated by Com- 
rade Dr. Hailu Araya, Dean of the 
Institute of the Language Studies 
(ILS), in an exclusive interview with 
an ENA news reporter in his office at 
the Addis Ababa University. 

Dr. Hailu said that in faet the pre- 
sent Foreign Languages Department 
only deals in English, but because the 
University envisaged bringing in other 
languages as well the name was chang- 
ed to foreign languages. 

Comrade Dr. Hailu declared that 
languages like Russian, German and 
Italian are being offered for specialis- 
ed groups and on non-credit basis and 
made note of the fact thet Arabic will 
be added to the list. 

“Presently, we have only limited 
programmes in the above languages. 


We refer to them as “units”. Later on, 


when our economic and manpower re 
sources improve and if there arises the 


need to expand the languege program- 
mes, the present language units might 
develop into departments,” Comrade 
Dr. Hailu declared. 
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Asked if there are plans to train 
more translators of various foreign lan- 
guages, Comrede Dr. Hailu said that 
the shortage of translators in the coun: 
try is a serious matter. He pointed out 


‘that in fact he personally has been try- 


ing to raise the alarm in various direc- 
tions about this matter, but with very 
little success so far. 

Socialist Ethiopia's partnership with- 
in the world community is getting 
stronger every day and translators play 
a crucial role, Comrade Dr. Hailu 
observed. 


He noted that translators are needed 
to translate scientific, technical and 
artistic works which are essential for 
the enrichment of the materiel and 
spiritual life of the Ethiopian people. 

“And yet, almost nothing that J 
know of is being done to train tran- 
slators”, Comrade Dr. Hailu said with 
some regrei. | 

The Dean further stated that at pre- 
sent the Institute has only three cour- 








ses, two in the undergraduate and one 


in the graduate programmes as regards 
translation. But this falls far short of 
existing pressing. demand, he said. “If 
we are to meet the present challenge 
not only do we have to expand the ex- 


isting programme at the Institute, but 


we also have to send many promising . 


young Ethiopians to be trained in tran- 
slation work abroad,” the Dean sug- 


gested. 
Financial Position 

In reply to a question on whether 
the financial position of the University 
is encouraging more research, Com- 
rade Dr. Hailu said that in as far as 
the financial standing of the University 
is dependent on the general economic 
condition of the country, “we cannot 
say that we have unlimited funds” for 
research and other similar work. “But 
considering the difficult years the coun- 
try has gone through and the stagger- 
ing burden that our economy has 
borne, ] would say we have adequate 
financial means to carry out research 
and to ‘levelop facilities,” Comrade Dr. 
Aailu stated. 

Elaborating on research develop- 
ments, Comrade Dr. Hailu said that 
‘as for language laboratories and relat- 
ed research, you realize that such facil- 
ities are very expensive. 

“We have a very small language la- 
boratory end it is always under strain 
trying to serve a rapidly growing popu- 
lation of students who have to make 
use of it. The machines are getting old 
and maintaining them is expensive. 
Efforts are being made in various direc- 
tions to obtain larger and more modern 
language laboratories,” the Dean point- 
ed out. 

When asked whether there is a short- 
age of trained manpower in the Inst- 
__ itute, Comrade Dr. Hailu acknowledg- 


ed that there has always been a short. 


age of trained manpower, although ef- 
forts are being exerted to overcome this 
shortage by following a plan of ‘“nin- 
power development. 
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He said: “We have opened a gradu- 
ate programme for this purpose. We 
also send people abroad for further 


training. We hope to overcome this 
staff shortage within the coming few. 
years.” 

Expressing his views about the rela- 
tions presently existing between the 
ILS and the Academy of Ethiopian 
Languages, Comrade Dr. Hailu said 
that “there is a very close working re- 
lationship between the two institutigns. 
For example the SecretaryGeneral of 
the Academy, Dr. Amsalu Aklilu is a 
senior member of the ILS staff. A good 
number of the members of the Acade- 
my’s Council are from ILS as well as 
from other departments of the Univer- 
sity. Many ILS staff members are in- 
volved in project works commissioned 
by the Academy. The trenslation sem- 
inar organized jointly by ILS and the 
Academy is still further example of the 
closeness of the two institutions.” 

Nationality Languages 

The Dean declared that the “ILS 
has a clearly defined policy concern- 
ing the learning or teaching of nation- 
ality language. The present Ethiorfian 
Languages and Literature Department 
used to be called the Amharic Depart- 
ment, Dr. Hailu said, but because it 
was strongly felt that other nationality 
languages had to be studied, the De 
p.rtment was given its present name. 
Many nationality languages have been 
studied from the linguistic and folk- 
loric aspects. 

“When ILS was established about 
four years ago four new research sec- 
tions were created under the Ethiopign 
Languages and Literature Department. 
These four sections were designed to 
carry out research in the four language 
families in Ethiopia namely, the Semi- — 
tic, Cushitic, Omotic and Nilo Sahar- 
an. The researchers in tkese sections 
are not working under ideal conditions 
but encouraging results are coming out 
of these sections. One of their primary 
tasks was collecting original date in 
these various languages in the form of 


_ folktales, songs, proverbs, riddles etc. 


“These materials would be carefully 








studied and would provide the basis for 


grammatical, linguistic, cultural, soci 
ological and other vital studies of the 
languages and the people who speak 
them. Another primary task of the re 
searchers is the preparation of teeching 
materials. One of the programmes of 
ILS is to develop enough material for 


teaching the major Exhiopian langu- © 


ages. Now the focus is on Oremigna 
end Tigrigna purely on the basic of the 


numberof speakers.” 


Comrade Dr. Hailu revealed thet . 


“textbooks for teaching the said twe 
languages have already been prepared 
and the institute was ready to offer 
them to students about two years ago, 
until the time came when the institute 
was unable to implement them due to 
certain difficulties. 

“Now, however, we are agsin uek- 
ing the necessary preparations to le 


unch the programme. 
“When we develop further materials 


and accumulate more experience in 


teaching nationality languages, we 
shall add more of such languages to be 
taught in the Institute.” 

In the long run, Dr. Hailu said, the 
present sections of languages families 
may develop into full fledged depart 
ments. 

Comrade Dr. Hailu further noted 


that the ides of starting a journeliam 
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programme in the University has 
been under study for a long time. 


"About three years ago, a commit- 
tee composed of professional 
journalists was created by ILS to 
study the feasibility of starting 
a programme in journalism. There 
was a strong consensus that such 
a programme was urgently needed. 


"Consequently the committee went 
even to the extent of developing a 
four year syllabus for a B.A. in 
journalism. And here again because 
of some difficulties at the time, the 
idea was not pushed further into 
fruition. Now we are reviving the 
idea again. We have expressed the 
proposal to officials in the Ministi 7 
of Information and National Guidance 
and there seems to be strong support 
for the idea in principle. A commit- 
tee representing concerned parties 
will have to be formed to study the 
matter further and to work out the 
necessary details for the implementa- 
tion of the programme. 


"The idea is to start on a smaller 
scale--perhaps on a certificate level 
so that gradually the programme could 
develop into diploma and degree 
levels."

Q: WOULD IT BE fair to say there is no 


autonomy without autonomous armed 
forces? 

A: I think it really depends on the 
circumstances of the situation one is talk- 
ing about. If you could be more specific in 
your question I think I could be more 
specific in my answer. 

Q: In the Senegambian Confederation, 
both states retain their sovereignty accord- 
ing to clause 2 of the agreement. One of 
the essential marks of a sovereign state is 
that it has its own armed and police forces. 
The Gambia, at the moment, has very little 
of its Field Force left — perhaps some 100 
out of 350 men — and at present your 
entire security is based on the Senegalese 
Army and Gendarmerie, with some mem- 
bers of the Gambian Police Force left. 
What remains of the Gambian state apart 
from the Ministries and civil service? You 
cannot assure your own security; it is being 
assured by Senegal. The basic question is 
how sovereign is The Gambia now? 

A: I think it is quite patent from the 
articles of the Confederation that each of 
the confederated states would maintain its 
armed forces, and would have a joint 
Confederal army. 

At the moment, as you have rightly 
pointed out, because of the tragic events of 
July 30, when the majority of the security 
forces in this country turned against the 
govérnment, and at our request Senegal 
had to intervene, we are faced with a 
situation where security is assured by the 
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presence of the Senegalese armed forces. 
But this is a temporary phase, forced upon 
us by circumstances beyond our control. 
We are rebuilding our police force, and 
my understanding is that we will also 
rebuild an army of our own, and a force to: 
be almost the same as the gendarmerie in 
Senegal. ‘o this is not a permanent affair, 
it is te-«porary, and as I said, has been 
forced upon us by people who thought they 
could overthrow the legitimate govern- 
ment of this country by force of arms. 
Q: There will be a Confederal armed 
forces, then there will be the Gambian. . . 
- A: There will be the Gambian police, 
The Gambian army, and a Gambian force 
which will be almost the same as the 
gendarmerie in Senegal. This is the present 
thinking. What eventually is going to 


‘emerge we cannot tell at this stage. 


Q: During the Parliamentary discussion: 


of the Confederation agreement, you 


pointed out that the Commander-in-Chief 
of the Confederal Army remains the Presi- 
dent of Senegal. In the event of his 
absence, whoever acts as Senegal’s Presi- 
dent becomes Commander-in-Chief of the 
Confederal Army. If there is a rebellion in 
any of the two Confederal states, it is the 
acting President of Senegal alone who can 
order Confederal troops into action, if 
need be. 





A: If need be, because if the situation is 
such that the Confederated state's army 
and security force can deal with the situa- 
tion they will do so. If it goes beyond their 
powers, the Confederal force will be called 
out. Their Commander-in-Chief is the 
President of Senegal. 

But what we have emphasised, and what 
is patent in the Confederal Agreement Is 
that the Commander-in-Chief of the Gam- 
bian armed forces remains the President of 
The Gambia. 

~Q: The Field Force, in effect the Gam- 

bian Army, numbered about 350. What. 
strength do you envisage for the reconsti- 
tuted field Force? 

A: Even if I knew the strength I would 
not be permitted to disclose it. — 

Q: It’s just for an idea of how big The 
Gambia’s own armed force will be. 

A: This is difficult to answer in that it 
depends on a number of factors, one of 
them being economic. For, at the end of 
the day, you have to keep an Army. 

Q: Would it be correct to say there was 
an imbalance of power in the course of the 
negotiations towards the confederation? 

A: There has always been an imbalance 
of power between The Gambia and Seneg- 
al. The Gambia is a small country com- 
pared to Senegal which is a larger unit. But 
we negotiated on the basis of the 
sovereignty and independence of the part- 
ners in the Conferation. In that sense I do 
not think there was any imbalance. 

Q: But are you entirely satisfied with the 
confederal arrangments so far? 

A: I am on record as one of the 
protagonists of Confederation. I have been 
involvea from the inception of negotia- 
tions, and I have given my government my 
whole and wholehearted support in this 
venture, which we hope will augur well for 
Senegal and The Gambia. © | 

Q: Is there going to be an integration of 
the legal systems of the two countries? 

A: At the moment the judicial co- 
operation agreement which we have, oper- 
ates; and we thought because of the differ- 
ence in the systems we should keep our 
own judicial system and Senegal keep its 
own. But, naturally, with the Confedera- 
tion and the evolution that is bound to take 
place over the years, it is not inconceivable 
that in future Gambians who are qualified 
to practice in Senegal in accordance with 
Senegalese law may do so, ani! vice versa. 

Q: Is there any plan for a Confederal 
Court of Appeal? : 

A: No, there isn't any such plan in the 
agreement. What we have is provision for 
arbitration if there is any dispute. 

Q: What will be the composition of the 
arbitration tribunal? 

A: That is not specified. It will be dealt 
with in a protocol of implementation. In all 
the areas of the Confederal Agreement it 
will be necessary for detailed negotiations 





to be entered into from now onwards over 

the years, to be prepared and signed and 

form an integral part of the Agreement. In 
the Monetary and Economic Union it will 
take a few years to negotiate the protocols. 

Q: With hindsight, do you think there 
was any complacency on the part of the 
Government before July 30, and if so what 
lessons have been learned? 

A: I wouldn’t call it complacency. | 
would call it faith. There was a lot of faith 
on the part of the Government in the 
system that was deliberately built up in this 
country. There was open democracy, there 
was accessibility with the authorities. there 
was freedom and liberty for everyone. We 
thought that what we had given to the 
Gambian people was so valuable that they 
would cherish and protect the institutions 
that we had set up for them. This was one 
of the freest, if not the freest country in the 
whole world, where people could waik the 
Streets at night and early morning without 
molestation, move freely, there was com- 
plete political freedom, anybody could 
form a political party without asking the 
permission of the government any day of 
the year, there was freedom of association. 
All the freedoms protected under the 
Constitution and, in fact, enhanced bv the 
Government. I would not call it com- 
placency. If we had all played the democra- 
tic rules, the elections were just eight 
months ahead of the events of July 30. If 
the opposition had muintained their stand 
which was trying to overthrow the govern- 
ment by constitutional means — this was 
their pronouncement throughout — this 
problem would not have arisen. 

What lessons have been learned? The 
salutary lesson is that with security there 
should not be any chance taken. Democra- 
cy cannot flourish unless it is founded on 
firm security, and security cangot flourish 
unless it is founded on discipline, personal 
and mass discipline. I think ‘these are the 
lessons we have learnt, but there is no 
question of taking chances with security. 
Security has to be provided, and it has to 
be seen and it has to be felt. 

Q: There was nevertheless the feeling in 
some quarters that cases of alleged corrup- 
tion by officials in Government and para- 
Statals were not dealt with sufficiently 
rigourously to assure the public that justice 
was done and seen to be done? 

A: I thank you very much for asking that 
question which I had longed to answer. 
This country has had, and still has, the best 
record so far as alleged corruption is 
concerned. We have pursued anybody 
Suspected of committing any offences in 
this country. Prior to July 30 we had taken 
the trouble of setting up a Special Court to 
deal with offences of this nature. We 











thought we had conformed with the Con- 
Stitution. But when we went to court we 
were told we had transgressed it by draco- 
nian laws we had promulgated to deal with 
this situation. 

But people have been talking of corrup- 
tion. They just picked this up from Kukoi's 
mouth over the radio as if this was a canker 
which was eating away the body politics of 
this country. This is utter nonsense, utter 
rubbish. This country still has the best 


record in Africa as far as corruption is 
concerned. I do not accept that this is a 
major issue in our lives here. We have 
done everything possible to punish crime 
and we are continuing our efforts. 

Q: Moving on to the trials now, could 
you tell me the precise number of de- 
tainees before the Review Tribunal began 
its work? 

A: Roughly about 914 — at one stage, 
but since then there have been arrests and 
releases. It is difficult to say exactly how 
many people are held at the moment 
without checking with the prison author- 
ities. 

Q: What is the maximum period of 
detention without charge provided for 
under the Constitution and under the 
Emergency Powers? 

A: The Emergency Powers are in exist- 
ence for a year and are amendable to 
renewal from time to time thereafter. All 
the people who are in detention have been 
served detention orders and have been 
informed of the charges against them. It is 
not pocsible to get these people to court as 
rapicd!y as we would have wished but the 
process is continuing. I have always 
emphasised that these are not political 
detainees as such. These are people who 
have committed specific offences against 
the state, against the laws of the land, and 
they are held under the Emergency Powers 
pending formally getting them charged and 
brought to court. or getting them before 
the Review Tribunal.. If the tribunal re- 
commends their release and is satisfied that 
they haven't actually commited any serious 
offence, they will be released. The Tribun- 
al will be releasing people not because they 
haven't committed any offence. but be- 
cause they haven't committed a sufficiently 
serious offence and we think it’s a waste of 
time for the state to pursue them. | want to 
emphasise that even looting and stealing 
have paled into insiniticance by virtue of 
the gravity of the offences committed by 
some people. That is why stealing is just a 
petty offence and looters have been re- 
leased. 

Q: What is the composition of the 
Review Tribunal? 
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A: It is headed by a qualified barrister. 
There are actually two tribunals running 
side by side, headed by experienced barris- 
ters, Gambians in private practice. The 
others are also Gambians in various walks 
of life selected for their impartiality and 
integrity. 

Q: What is the work.of these tribunals? 

A: They review in the first instance the 
cases of the detainees, in accordance with 
the Constitutional requirement. If the Tn- 
bunal is satisfied there is insufficient evi- 
dence for continued detention then it 
advises the President that the person 
should be released. If it feels there is 
sufficient evidence, or that the case war- 
rants further investigation, it advises that 
he should be further detained. It is a sifting 
process to save people being held unneces- 
sarily and to save the time of the courts. 

Q: If these Tribunals could be composed 
of Gambians why was it necessary to 
recruit prosecutors and judges from Sierra 
Leone, Ghana and Nigeria? 


A: In the first instance it was a matter of 
logistics. After these events there was 
actually only one Judge of the Supreme 
Court on post. The Chief Justice was away 
on leave and the other Judge had to go on 
leave, and we had only one Judge on post 
and he had to deal with the normal work of 
the Supreme Court. 

We thought at the end of the Shifting 
process of the Tribunals we would have 
some 500-600 cases to try. This large 
number was the main. An additional 
reason why we had to get supplementary 
Judges. The reason is that this is a small 
community. We are all emotionally in- | 
volved. We thought it would help to get 
people from outside this country to come 
and try these cases. But the main reason is 
that physically we hadn’t the body of 
people in the country. 

Q: A Special Division of the Supreme 
Court was created after July 30? 

A: In fact we made four Special Division 
of the Supreme Court. 

Q: What are their functions and why not 
the original Supreme Court? 

A: Because physically we haven’t got 
enough judges on post, and we had to 
create these Special Divisions to deal with 
the cases. After the cases they just dis- 
appear. 

Q: Is there any alteration in the Consti- 
tutional structure of the Supreme Court in 
these special divisions because of the State 
of Emergency? 











A: I think just slight alterations, just the 
speed of the trial in that a Judge of the 
Supreme Court is at liberty to sit alone or 
with assessors if he wishes. That is one 
amendment we have made, and we have 
also cut out the provisions relating to 
preliminary investigations. We already 
have the Review Tribunals and it would be 
a waste of time to repeat in a preliminary 
investigation the same evidence we shall 
give in the court. 

Q: Has Sheriff Dibba’s case come before 
the Tribunal? 

A: Yes, but it has not gone before the 
courts. 

: But he is due for the courts. 

Yes. 

: And Jibou Jagne? 

Yes, the same applies to him. 

: And Chesyassin Secka? 

Yes, most likely. 

: Some people fear that it is in the 
Government's interests, from a future poli- 
tical point of view, to have Shefiff Dibba 
tried and at best convicted. 

A: We are not interested in trying 
anybody from the political point of view. 
Whoever is tried will be tried because he is 
believed to have committed against the 
laws of the land even though he is a 
politician. We are not trying anybody for 
political offences. 

Q: But treason is highly political. 

A: In this particular case it is criminal, in 
that we have specific penal provisions for 
rising against the Head of State and the 
State. That is criminal, not political. What 
1 understand by political offence is where 
the state makes provision for people who 
hold different political views to be dealt 
with. We do not iave that in The Gambia.

PERPLEXITIES ARISING FROM RAWLINGS' COUP ANALYZED

THE MAJORITY of Ghanaians were 
highly displeased with the Limann adminis- 
tration. Indecisiveness, incompetence and 
domination of decision-making by the PNP 
were its hallmarks. 

But Limann was an elected leader. He 
had been granted legitimacy by the people 
for a four-year term. 

Unlike June 1979, this time Rawlings has 
overthrown an elected administration, 
albeit an incompetent one. The essence of 
nation-building is the growth and matura- 
tion of a country’s political institution. The 
painful lessons of over two decades of 
political history were distilled and em- 
bodied in the Constitution of the Third 
Republic. What justifies the disregard for 
national institutions that Rawlings’ second 
coup demonstrates? 

How history will judge Rawlings’ second 
foray on to the national scene remains to 
be seen. It will depend on whether the 
future of Africa lies with liberal democracy 
or with an alternative political system. 
What Rawlings has done is clear: with the 
help of part of the 20,000-strong armed 
forces, he has decided that liberal demo- 
cracy is inadequate for Ghana and his 
imposed ‘people’s’ democracy is better. 

His actions imply a belief that liberal 
democracy practised over time cannot re- 
flect the choices of the people, and cannot 
relieve Ghana of corruption and of her 
economic problems. Although Rawlings’ 
charges of corruption and economic mis- 
management are levelled at the Limann 
administration and the PNP, they seem 
actually to be an indictment of the social 
and political institutions embodied in the 
suspended Constitution. Thus, Rawlings’ 


actions suggest fundamental differences in 
philosophical premises between himself 
and supporters of liberal democracy, and 
not a contextual test of the Limann admi- 
nistration’s admittedly poor record. 

The Limann administration’s record was 
indeed very poor. The PNP had, it seems, 
foisted itself on to almost every cog of the 
decision-making machinery of the Limann 
administration. Its moral character was 
indefensible. Limann’s economic policies 
were also extremely disappointing. He 
took some economic measures, but always 
did too little too late. During his tenure, he 
failed to grapple with the adverse consequ- 
ences of the international recession and 
inflation. He was unable to shift the focus 
of economic activity in Ghana from trading 
to production. And he did nothing to 
reverse the worsening trends in income and 
wealth distribution. And yet all of these 
problems could have been attenuated. 

He could have exploited Ghana's access 
to foreign borrowing to offset the declining 

international cocoa price. He could have 
improved the returns to production and to 
workers. He could have taxed away. by 
using direct taxes and realistic price re- 
forms at the importing and wholesale 
levels, the massive surpluses being reaped 
by a few. 

Thus Limann’s offer to the Ghanaian 
people, as it were. was: (i) liberal democra- 
cy (in its tainted practical form, not in the 
theoretical form which exists nowhere); (ii) 
corruption in the PNP; (iii) an economic 
policy of extreme gradualism. probably 
due both to the vested interests of the PNP 
and to a fear of the military: (iv) the chance 
to oust him through the ballot box in 1983 











(had he been renominated); and (v) for the 
vast majority of Ghanaians, the protection 
of their fundamental human liberties under 
rule of law as enshrined in a democratically 
designed Constitution. 

In contrast, Rawlings ‘offers’: (i) a kind 
of ‘people's democracy’ for which there are 
few ideal types and examples to provide 
either conceptual checks or practical gui- 
dance (the possible exception being Gad- 
dafi’s Green Book and the post-1977 Li- 
byan experience); (ii) the promise of root- 
ing out corruption, both in society and in 
the leadership (iii) an economic policy, 
apparently. of discipline and self-reliance; 
(iv) no apparent mechanism for choosing 
and changing the leadership, and (v) for 
the vast majority of Ghanaians, the subjec- 
tion of fundamental liberties to ad hoc and 
easily manipulated ‘people's committees’. 

In place of liberal democracy in practice, 
Ghana is “offered” people's democracy in 


theory coupled with a benign dictator. 


Some are questions in the minds of many 
concerned and patriotic Ghanaians: 


(i) If Rawlings’ actions are not an indict- 
ment of liberal democracy. why did he not 
form his own party and/or contest the next 
Presidential elections? After all. he has 
overthrown not another military authorita- 
rian regime but the people's elected leader. 

(ti) If Rawlings’ concerns were primarily 
the corrupt nature of the PNP and the poor 
economic policies of the Limann adminis- 
tration. and not liberal democracy in Gha- 
na, why did he not want to see the results 
of the next elections in Ghana? 


(ili) Does Rawlings not realise that 
almost all human societies are tainted by 
some form or the other of corruption. and 
deplorable as that is. the more meaningful 
question is: what price must we be willing 
to pay in order to keep corruption at a 
tolerable level? 


(iv) If indeed Libya provided the philo- 
sophical inspiration for Rawlings’ ‘people's 
democracy’. is Rawlings unaware of the 
tremendous difference made by Libya's 
small size (population: 2.6 million) and 
massive oil revenues (income per capita: 
$7.000 or equal to that of France)? In 
principle. ‘people's committees’ and other 
forms of popular participation are only 
workable in very small communities as 
Rousseau cogently argued. Thus. in princi- 
ple. they are more workable in Libya than 
in Ghana. 
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Even more importantly. the very essence 
of politics is the distribution of scarce 
resources. The problem is largely absent in 
Libya, because of the huge economic 
surplus made possible by oil wealth. Even 
for small and wealthy communities such as 
Libya. how is the basic weakness of mass 
participation handled. namely the relative 
absence of technocratic inputs in decision- 
making? 

(v) Even if a people's democracy makes 
sense in theory. does Rawlings realise that, 
as with the institutions of liberal democra- 
cy. the practice of this organisational struc- 
ture will be tainted by elitism, privilege and 
corruption? Little is known about the 
Libyan experiment. but this much is 
known: that each of the people's commit- 
tees is dominated by a few ‘young adults’. 
who have together formed a new class. So 
what are Ghanaians being offered? Au- 
thoritarian musical chairs? 


(vi) Does Rawlings realise that even if he 
were to root out corruption completely and 
transfer the proceeds into the public purse, 
and if he were to mobilise the people to 
disciplined work through moral incentives. 
the fundamental economic problems of 
Ghana would not disappear? The proceeds 
of corruption, deplorable as the latter is, 
make a paltry sum in relation to national 
needs. The aoility of moral incentives to 
mobilise energies is known to be invariably 
short-lived. Will the fundamentai econo- 
mic problems — those that Limann did not 
face up to — not survive to haunt Rawlings 
in the coming months? 


(vii) If Rawlings were to depend on 
Libya or some other country to keep 
Ghana solvent, would it not be the ulti- 


mate irony: people’s democracy without 
national sovereignty? 

Notwithstanding the debatable nature of 
his philosophical approach to social and 
political organisations and institutions, it is 
clear that Rawlings has to solve the prob- 
lem of production, savings and investment. 
Redistribution of a shrunken pie would be 
futile. National income per head has de- 
clined by 25 per cent since 1974 in Ghana. 
Thus. even perfect equality today would 
still leave Ghanaians considerably de- 
prived. 

The economic history of the socialist 
countries makes clear that the logic of 
economic processes does not change signi- 
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ficantly when socio-political ideologies and 
institutions are changed. Rawlings’ actions 
have led him to his Waterloo . . . unless he 
has learnt correctly from the disastrous 
economic consequences of his earlier rule, 
and from Limann’'s self-defeating econo- 
mic policy of extreme gradualism. 

As he judged Limann, Rawlings, too, is 
going to be judged on the basis of his 
economic performances and of the level of 
corruption associated with his tenure. His 
difficulties are compounded because poor 
economic performance is itself the seedbed 
of corruption. 

Can Rawlings indeed deliver on his 
promises? Can he mobilise the people to 
support the far-reaching economic reforms 
that Limann cringed from? Or will he, in 
addition to further undermining the re- 
spect of Ghanaians for institutions, commit 
the further sin of deepening the already 
pervasive cynicism of Ghanaians?

MIDDLE CLASS URGED TO JOIN IN REVOLUTION

[Text] Ever since the event of 31 December 1981, the Ghanaian middle class 
has shown nothing but disdain for the enfolding revolution. Not that one is 
surprised; this has been the attitude of this parasitic class for a very long 
time. Apathy, unconcern, contempt are all that the middle class seem to have 
for anything that does not emanate from them or that does not rebound to their 
benefit. But this attitude is explicable in terms of the advantages that 

this class enjoys which are threatened by the revolution. 


The typical Ghanaian middle class member working in Accra, quite apart from the 
basic salary that he takes home, enjoys all or some of the following prerequities: 
furnished, (?paid) or subsidized accommodation; facilities to take a car loan 
after the purchase of which he becomes entitled to a car maintenance allowance; 
petrol coupons which entitles him to free petrol; subsidized water and 
electricity rates; leave allowance; and in some establishments watchmen, garden 
boys, cooks and drivers. 


Any wonder therefore that this class should be against what is happening? They 
are being asked to give up (?a lot of their considerable benefits) which cushions 
them off against the hard realities of the Ghanaian situation--scarce accommoda- 
tion, hyperinflation, [word indistinct] starvation, diet, transport difficulties 
and many more. 


Historically, such advantages have never been given up by any class without a 
struggle. This is why the middle class is so frightened of the defense 
committees; these committees are to be in the forefront of the struggle against 
social injustice in the country and therefore constitutes the greatest danger 
to the privileged classes. This is the sense in which the fear of the middle 
class at the formation of the defense committees should be understood. In 
other words, for as long as the middle class is not prepared to give up its 
(2?cake) in order to create social justice, for so long will the (?quest) for 
social justice take the form of the struggle; and the defense committees will 
be in the forefront of the struggle. Therefore, from the point of view of the 
middle and upper classes, the defense committees are a dangerous but powerful 
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instrument of the revolution, and must either be taken over or discredited. 
That is why managing directors find it important to get elected as chairmen 
of defense committees. Working people are to watch out for such bourgeois 

tricks. 


It is part of the responsibility of the defense committees to ensure that only 
committed and disciplined cadres, dedicated to the cause of the revolution, 
become members of the defense committees. The defense committees are not 
vigilantes; neither must they be allowed to degenerate into vigilantes, as 

we came to know them. They must not be open to all; they must be open only 

to persons who believe in the revolution. It will then be the responsibility 
of the believers to engage in the political education of the nonbelievers. 
Only after that can the nonbelievers be admitted into the fold of the defense 
committees. Because of their extreme importance, it is imperative that 
infiltrators, fifth columnists and [word indistinct] be kept out of the defense 
committees at all cost. 


To the middle class, the message of the revolution is quite clear: get on board 
the revolutionary train or get thrown off. It is in the battle that is about 

to be joined [words indistinct]. You are either part of the problem or a part 
of the soletion. And as has been said often enough, they who make a peaceful 
revolution impossible, make a violent revolution inevitable. The changes that 
the revolution seeks to bring about can either be attained peacefully or 
violently. It is in the interest of the middle class to ensure that the changes 
are brought about as peacefully as possible.

COMMENTARY EXPLORES PATH TO ‘PEOPLE'S DEMOCRACY'

[Text] The means of attaining people's democracy differ in every country 
according to objective conditions existing in each country. In a particular 
country also, the various phases of the struggle for true democracy is 
conditioned by economic, social, political, cultural and other circumstances 
as well as by the social balance forces. When the Provisional National 
Defense Council [PNDC] overthrew the decadent and corrupt so-called People's 
National Party government, the exploiting social classes that existed were 
not eliminated by the volleys [word indistinct] of the people's armed forces. 
The feudalists and the bourgeois still entertwined with the broad masses as 
they continue to exploit them. A people's revolution must have within its 
detachments an ideologically dynamic working class organization. However, 
the leadership of the Ghana Trades Union Congress has so involved itself with 
the internal and external reactionary forces that it could not spearhead the 
workers of this country to participate in the revolution launched by the 
people's armed forces on 31 December 1981.

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ANTI-PROFITEER CAMPAIGN, MARKETPLACE BURNINGS CONTINUE

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Ghana's new military rulers 
have threatened to take severe 
measures against those who ob- 
struct official efforts to curb pro- 
fiteering and make life easier for 
the ordinary people. 

The warnings, published in the 
Ghanaian Times and the Daily 
Graphic, followed the burning of 
two popular market places by the 
army in Kumasi. Stalls in the two 
places were burnt down on PNDC 
orders because traders had refused 
to heed appeals by the new rulers 
to cut prices. “Our patience is 
running out”’, former student lead- 
er Chris Atim, now a member of 
the PNDC, told a public demon- 
stration in Accra recently. 

The Daily Graphic reported 
that a section of market women 
and traders in Cape Coast would 
not “heed appeals”. It said a 
market survey there had shown 
that traders would rather with- 
draw their goods than bring prices 
down. 

During Rawlings’ four months 
in power when he took over for 
the first time in June 1979, the 
Central Accra Makola market was 
bulldozed. Informed Ghanaian 
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sources said that traders there 
were forced by soldiers to cut 
prices. 


Mr. Atim was quoted by the 
Ghanaian Times as telling demon- 
Strators that checking prices in 
Ghanaian markets would not this 
time be “the exclusive responsibil- 
ity of soldiers and policemen, but 
rather the duty of all Ghanaians”. 
The PNDC member called on all 
Ghanaians “to be vigilant in ¢<- 
posing the saboteurs.” 

Observers who visited Makola 

market recently said there was no 
evidence so far of traders hoarding 
basic goods such as milk. bread 
and sardines. 
@ A large number of children in 
Takoradi joined a contingent of 
armed soldiers from the People’s 
Air Force station to destroy tables 
and kiosks belonging to “kala- 
bule”™ traders at the city market 
centre in Accra, following the 
traders’ refusal to bring down 
prices. 

Trucks were later comman- 
deered by the soldiers to cart 
pieces of the tables and chairs to 
some of the schools in Sekondi- 
Takoradi and the Effia-Nkwanta 
hospital for use as firewood.

OPPOSITION TO CABINET APPOINTEES--Accra, 25 Jan (AFP)--Opposition to some of 
the ministers named last week in Ghana's new government continued today from 
the press and political circles. The executive of the left-wing People's 
Revolutionary League (PRLG) attacked the government-~-announced by the ruling 
military Provisional National Defence Council (PNDC) of former Flight 
Lieutenant Jerry Rawlings--as reactionary-dominated and a neo-colonialist 
assurance to United States imperialism that its stranglehold on our national 
economy will not be threatened.

Echoing objections 
raised to the government the state-owned DAILY GRAPHIC today called on the 
PNDC to consider seriously withdrawing the reactionary ministers it had 
appointed, in the wake of foreign interests threatening the newly won freedom 
of the people, and to ensure the success of the current revolution.

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FOREIGN DEBT TWICE EXPORTS--In its annual report for 1981-82, the Bank of Ghana 
said that foreign debts stood at $1,500m.--twice the value of 1981 exports--and 
annual inflation had topped 140 per cent.

OIL: ANALYSIS OF POTENTIAL, BORDER PROBLEMS, PLANS 
Bissau NO PINTCHA in Portuguese 31 Dec 81 pp 5,9 


[Text] Exploration and prospecting work on our continental shelf will begin during 
1982 at a very advanced stage, and the "Petroleum Book" (containing the petroleum 
law, the standard contract, and the tax rules), together with the seismic packages 
(samples), will be ready for sale to interested companies by 15 April. 


That information was given to NO PINTCHA by comrade Pio Correia, director general 
of natural resources and head of the PETROMINAS enterprise. 


Contacts with the oil companies are the responsibility of PETROMINAS, a state insti- 
tution established on 1 March 1977 to explore and prospect our entire territory and 
the waters under our jurisdiction so that any and all of our country's mineral re- 
sources can be exploited. 


The border question with neighboring countries cannot and must not hinder this proc- 
ess, even though the delay in settling the disagreement may seriously affect our 
activity. But we believe that with the good-neighbor relations that have been 
strengthened since the historic date of 14 November, a solution to the problem will 
be found. 


The fac‘: is that PETROMINAS, working closely with the Ministry of Natural Resources, 
has devoted all its attention during 1981 to the offshore zone, since considerable 
information concerning that part of our territory is available as a result of the 
advanced offshore work done by ESSO during the colonial period. 


In fact, 1981 was a year of intense consultation activity with companies interested 
in prospecting, and it was also a year in which experience in petroleum prospecting 
was gained. As a result, our government was able to acquire the means conducive to 
serious work in that field. According to Pio Correia, the Ministry of Natural Re- 
sources and PETROMINAS made every effort in 1981 to provide interested companies 
with all the necessary documentation and will continue to do so in 1982. 


Those documents will be ready in April 1982, according to the consulting firm (At- 
lantic Resources (ARL)). The so-called "Petroleum Book" will be available for sale 
to the oil companies, along with the seismic packages, as we said above. It should 
be recalled that the DIGICON firm carried out seismic surveys in our country at the 
start of 1981. 
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It is in the interest of our state for exploration and prospecting to begin during 
1982. Because of that, our government, acting through PETROMINAS and the Ministry 

of Natural Resources, is striving to see that all the documentation will be ready as 
soon as possible, so that proposals can be drawn up and submitted by the oil companies 
by 15 March 1982. Everything depends, therefore, on the way things go, on negotiat- 
ing ability, and on the real interest the parties have in cooperating seriously. [In 
any case, Pio Correia, head of the national enterprise of PETROMINAS, with whom we 
talked for several hours, told us he has hopes that "when we take stock of the work 
done at the end of 1982, we will see that there has been an actual start of activity 
by the companies (exploration and prospecting)." 


Quantity: Predictions Only 


There has been a lot of talk concerning the prospects for the existence of petroleum 
in Guinea-Bissau, and there are some sectors that have gone even farther, to the 
point of determining the quantity of reserves (500,000 or even milliors of barrels 
per day as ou production capacity). But the director of PETROMINAS feels that any 
figures that have been or might be mentioned at the present are merely a matter of 
speculation, since even though we may have an idea of the amount of reserves (even 
admitting theories that there is a 100-percent chance that petroleum exists in our 
national territory), the exact amount cannot be determined until there is drilling 
or a possible discovery, with subsequent evaluation through the opening of wells and 
delimitation of the discovery fields, as well as seismic geology. Even that work 
does not provide figures: it merely gives indications as to the degree of probability 
in specific areas. The profitable life of the fields also depends on the first phase. 


In addition, the profitable life of the operation will not be known until it is de- 
termined whether the discovery is of commercial value. Besides, "profitable life" 
is a subjective notion that depends on the forecasts made by the parties involved-- 
it depends on who is doing the forecasting: the government or the companies. As far 
as the government is concerned, a contract running for perhaps 15 or 20 years will 
be enough to allow the company to recover its entire investment and collect a satis- 
factory profit. But the companies feel that when it comes to contracts, the longer 
they run, the better. 


Potential Areas: Entire Offshore Zone 


Specifying the location of deposits would still be premature, since a specific quan- 
tity of petroleum identified as having commercial value has yet to be discovered. 
Consequentiy, we can talk in terms of our potential zones presenting a greater or 
lesser degree of probability, and that describes the entire offshore zone. 


As we have already said, the border question cannot and must not hinder the process 
already underway. But a delay in resolving that question may seriously limit activ- 
ity and even reduce considerably our potential petroleum area. A quite specific ex- 
ample of this was given us by comrade Pio Correia as he recalled the seismic work 
done at the start of 1981, when areas of incidence had to be reduced to avoid zones 
in both the north and the south that are currently in litigation. That "deprived 
us of perhaps quite valuable information," according to the director of PETROMINAS. 
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Comrade Pio Correia feels that to overcome that situation, all the parties involved-- 
Guinea-Bissau and the republics of Guinea and Senegal--must show good will in order 
to create conditions for resolving the situation as completely as possible in the 
interest of our joint relations and of the development of our countries and our sub- 
region. 


Last 15 September, the Council of the Revolution established a National Frontier and 
Sea Rights Commission headed by comrade Joao Cruz Pinto, member of the Party Central 
Committee and minister without portfolio. That commission has been working to find 
solutions to the border problems. 


The question of how to use the financial resources made available to our country by 
petroleum with a view to our harmonious development concerns the Ministry of Economic 
Coordination and Planning and the Ministry of Finance, but Pio Correia nevertheless 
discussed the issue. He brought our talk to a close by saying that if the future 
brings us sizable revenues from petroleum or any other of our country's natural re- 
sources, they will have to be used partly to pay off our foreign debt and partly to 
achieve, in a rational manner, the objective advocated by our departed leader, Amilcar 
Cabral: the establishment of a strong national economy for the well-being and prog- 
ress of our people.

TRAORE COMMENTS ON CONAKRY VISIT, CILSS MEETING

[Excerpts] President Moussa Traore returned to Bamako this afternoon from Praia 
in the Cape Verde Islands and Conakry in the People's Revolutionary Republic of 
Guinea. 


In the Guinean capital where he went on a friendly working visit, President 
Traore held discussions with his brother and friend, President Ahmed Sekou 
Toure, the supreme leader of the revolution. The head of state was questioned 
by Moussa Sanga concerning the topic of these discussions: 


[Begin recording] [Question] Mr President, you have returned from Conakry 
where you had talks with President Ahmed Sekou Toure. Can you tell us the topic 
of the discussions? 


[Answer] I have indeed returned from Conakry where I paid a friendly working 
visit after the summit conference of the member countries of the interstate 
committee to fight drought in the Sahel [CILSS] in Praia. My discussions with 
my brother and friend, President Ahmed Sekou Toure, concerned problems of common 
interest, the strengthening of the cooperation between Guinea and Mali as well 
as the consolidation of the friendship between the Guinean and Malian peoples. 
We again reaffirmed our desire to do everything to consolidate our relations 
which are woven by history, culture and geography. 


[Question] Mr President, before going to Conakry, you took part in the fifth 
conference of the CILSS heads of state and government in Praia. What were the 
major decisions adopted in Praia to enable the CILSS to achieve the objectives 
it set itseif on its creation in March 1973 in Ouagadougou? 


[Answer] I indeed took part in the fifth CILSS summit conference in Praia in 

the Cape Verde Islands. I can say that the most important decision adopted in 
Praia was the firm determination expressed by the heads of state and government 

of the member countries to strengthen their solidarity. Apart from expressing 
this political will, the conference mandated the current CILSS chairman, my 
brother and friend President Aristides Pereira, to create a commission to think 
about the orientation that should be given to the CILSS regional development 

policy as well as the development policies of its member states. The conference 
also decided to submit to the next ministerial conference the project of modification 
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of the Banjul convention so that in addition to its role of consultation and 
cooperation in the fight against drought, the CILSS may have goods which it will 
manage, especially security food stocks. 


Since solidarity is the very foundation of the CILSS, Chad's arrears as well as 
its 1982 contribution have been placed in a reserved account and will be paid 
by the other member states. This is because of the difficulties now facing 
that country. 


The desire to strengthen the cooperation between the CILSS and the financial 
institutions and the intergovernmental and international organizations was 
reaffirmed. The financing of our initial projects and the prospects open to our 
second development program retained our attention. The political will to 
strengthen the cooperation of the CILSS with the Islamic Solidarity Committee--a 
cooperation which is very highly appreciated because of its effectiveness--was 
expressed by the conference within the context of strengthening Arab-African 
cooperation. 


These were the major decisions adopted by the CILSS summit conference in Praia. 
As you can see, one can say without any fear of making a mistake that with the 
Praia conference, the CILSS has taken a new step in its fight against drought. 
I am convinced that these judicious decisions will make it possible to open 
better prospects for the Sahelian populations.

AFP CORRESPONDENT DISCUSSES OVAMBOLAND SITUATION

[Text] Osnakati (northern Namibia), 25 January (AFP)--Ovamboland, which has 
been ravaged by the war between SWAPO's guerrillas and the South African forces 
for about 15 years now, is now living in the terror of mines. 


Situated in the extreme noth of Namibia, the former imperial German colony 

which Pretoria has been adninistering since 1920 despite the UN's withdrawal 

of its mandate, Ovamboland has about 450,000 inhabitants--about 46 percent of 
Namibia's population--in a 67,000-square kilometer territory hemmed in.by 
Kaokoveld on the west and Kavangoland on the east. It is in this semidesert 
region strewn with ponds which drv up during the dry season and where only some 
palm trees and baobabs grow that 90 percent of the fighting in Namibia is taking 
place. Twice last year (in August with the Protee operation and in November with 
the Paquerette operation), South African troops and Namibian territorials attacked 
SWAPO's remote bases in southern Angola, inflicted heavy losses on Sam} ,oma's 
men and captured a conside~able quantity of equipment. 


Since then, SWAPO's attacks in Namibia have diminished. However, there is now 

a renewed outbreak of criminal attacks with mines and the local people are afraid 
that a new form of guerrilla which is more crafty and anonymous is about to 
appear. 


Only one of Ovamboland's roads--the Oshivela-Oshakati axis which is about 200 
kilometers long--is opened every morning by the South African army. According 

to South African sources, at 0730 a convoy comprising trucks and private cars 
moves to the north, preceded by antimine vehicles full of very heavily armed 
ecldiers. Armed with their own experience and that of the Rhodesians, the South 
‘ ricans have created a number of devices which guarantee the chances of survival 
of their troops in the event of a mine explosion. These include [words indistinct] 
to prevent the shattering of the (?arches) and the collapse of the cabin should 
the truck turn over and bomb-proof glass. Strans for those inside the vehicles 
complete the system of protection. The speed of the convoy is regulated to that 
of the slowest [words indistinct]. This is why some vehicles sometimes take the 
risk of travelling alone. 
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This is a dangerous choice because every cowdung or mound of sand can conceal 
a mine but it also has the advantage of discretion. As was proved by past 
examples, a commando of SWAPO guerrillas would prefer to attack a convoy, 
especially if it carries inflammable liquids, because the psychological impact 
of such an action is well worth the risks it entails. 


The some 20 Finnish missionaries of the Lutheran Church who live in scattered 
settlements along the Angolan border do not ask themselves this sort of question. 
In their almost daily round trips between the various hospitals and schools 
inside the bush, they travel on sandy tracks in classical vehicles, thus taking 
unheard of risks. 





On 7 January, one of their ambulances was blown up by an antitank mine between 
Eenhana and Onandjokwe. Three persons, including a pregnant women, were killed 
and seven other people were seriously wounded. All the victims were Ovambos. 
Four days later, Pastor Mika Iiionga died in the same way a few kilometers from 
Dongandjera while he was taking foodstuffs and drugs to the hospital in that 
small village. Two days after his death, the AFP's special correspondent 
travelled on the same track in the company of Sister Kirsti Pakkala, a Finnish 
missionary who has been living in the region for the past 23 years, to pay a 
visit to the pastor's family.

GOVERNMENT: TROUBLES FOMENTED BY INTERNAL REACTION

[Text] (ANGOP)--ANGOP [ANGOLAN PRESS AGENCY] reports that in an official communique 
released the day before yesterday, the government of the Democratic Republic of Sao 
Tome and Principe announced that on the island of Principe on Saturday night, a group 
of agitators and irresponsible persons manipulated by internal reactionary forces 
triggered acts of insubordination that were prevented from turning into tragedy only 
because the police forces were able to maintain the necessary calm and self-control. 


The communique says that the acts took place after pamphlets appeared on the island 
2 weeks ago demanding independence for that part of the national territory on the 
pretext that products for supplying the market were not being sent there and trying 
to make people believe that everything was available in the capital on Sao Tome. 


Contrary to the usual situation in December, when several holidays are celebrated, 
the inhabitants of both the islands making up the republic found it difficult to ob- 
tain a certain number of products due to the late arrival of the ship that was to 
bring in merchandise for supplying the market. according to the communique. 


As the communique also points out, the causes of Saturday's incidents, in which a 

few people were injured--fortunately, not seriously--by hunting guns and small-caliber 
pistols in the possession of the inhabitants, are similar to those that led the in- 
habitants of Sao Tome to resist the 1979 census. 


After warning that the enemies of the Sao Tomian revolution are taking direct offen- 


sive action, the communique concludes with an appeal for strengthened vigilance and 
calls on each citizen to use his head to think.

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"IMPOSSIBILITY' OF ASSESSING OPPOSITION'S SUPPORT NOTED

WITH A YEAR to go before elections. 
and a year since the succession of M. 
Abdou Diouf to the Senegalese Presiden- 
cy, both the President and the ten opposi- 
tion parties have much to achieve before 
they can convince the Senegalese elector- 
ate. The President's record of the last year 
has surprised even his critics in its decisive- 
ness. 

Many still argue, though, that it has been 
largely motivated by the need to attenuate 
the political tension from which cmerging 
Opposition parties were profiting and still 
fails to reveal any fundamental shift from 
the Senghor era. The opposition 1s plethor- 
ic and disunited but potentially a force to 
be reckoned with, especially if economic 
conditions do not improve and if they 
manage to instill a degree of personal and 
political cohesion among themselves. 

Since assuming power the President has 
been true to his promise that Senegalese 
politics will no longer be restricted consti- 
tutionally to four parties. Early in 1981, 
wher the crisis in education was becoming 
acute, all those active in the sector met 
and promises were extracted from the 
government to introduce national jan- 
guages into primary education, to alter the 
system of audio-visual teaching and to 
reduce the high proportion of French 
teachers. It was not until October and 
November that a national council for the 
reform of the educational system was 
created. Some of the trade union groups 
involved feel that the government is stall- 
ing on all the issues by claiming that 
cutbacks and changes canuot be im- 
plemented until about 19&4. 
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"Multiply and Rule in Senegal") 


In the rural sector the government en- 
sured that seeds were distributed in good 
time, some producer prices were raised, 
peasants debts were cancelled. Foreign 
financial experts have been brought in to 
help shave off the excessive and wasteful 
public expenditure. It was recently disco- 
vered that some 2,500 people drawing 
Salaries or pensions were not eligible. A 
special law has just been passed on illicit 
enrichment. Tribunals have to judge cases 
under the law and a special brigade has 
been formed to investigate relevant cases. 
The opposition point out that the law is not 
retroactive and they suggest that it is a 
good way of keeping wavering members of 
the Parti Socialiste in the ranks. 

Several of the old guard have been 
purged, which has prompted the observa- 
tion that there is a “desenghorisation™ 
being carried out. The President denies 
this, but it was inevitable that given the 
countries problems and the close associa- 
tion of some of these personalities with 
those problems that the President would 
have to apply the broom if he wished to 
instill confidence in his own autonomy. He 
still suffers from the complaint that he was 
Leopold Senghor's successor, groomed for 
the job and placed there in mid-term. He 
also has to consolidate his position within

the Parti Socialiste. He brought in an 
inseparable political companion and 
friend, Habib Thiam, as Prime Minister. 
Figures like Louis Alexandrenne, the for- 
mer Minister of Planning and Adrien 
Senghor have been removed. Meanwhile 
the President has been careful to maintain 
close links with the leadership of the 
Mouride brotherhood (M. Diouf is a Tid- 
jane, as is his Prime Minister). 

The mere presence of M. Diouf in the 
Presidency and also his actions in the last 
year have already altered some of the 
dynamics of Senegalese politics. It leaves 
the opposition in a state of flux. Some of 
ithe smaller parties know that if they are to 
Carry weight they have to use their new 
found legality to create a popular following 
among workers or in the rural areas. They 
also know that in so doing they cannot 
remain part of a fragmented opposition, 
and also retain any hope of electoral 
success against a party like the Parti 
Socialiste with its years of experience and 
patronage throughout the country. 


The big loser 


For the moment, the big loser has been 
the Parti Democratique Senegalais (PDS). 
Its leader, Maitre Abdoulaye Wade, has 
been abroad for several months following 
allegations by the government. which were 
not denied by the PDS. that certain party 
members were in Libya for paramilitary 
training. The entire affair is ay Obscure tu 
Senegalese politica! circles as it is to 
outsiders. With the legalisation of other 
parties. those who had joined che PDS as a 
forum through which they might gain 
prominence, have either moved to the PS 
which has a healthier allure about it, or to 
other opposition parties. 

M. Boubacar Gueye’s Mouvement Re- 
publicain Senegalais (MRS). destined to 
fill the ‘conservative’ category under the 
previous constitutional arrangement, has 
attracted little following. The fourth of the 
legalised parties during the Senghor era, 
the Parti Africain de I'Independance 
(PAI), is weak and discredited in opposi- 
tion circles. Its leader, M. Majemout Diop, 
returned to Senegal in the mid-seventies to 
re-create the party, but in such a manner as 
to suggest that compromise was involved; 
thus antagonising some of its supporters 
who split away to form other parties. 

The Rassemblement Nationale Demo- 
cratique (RND), led by Cheikh Anta 
Diop. the prominent academic. and his 
deputy Babacar Niang, still remains a 
potent force. It has however been short 
circuited by the legalisation of other 
opposition groups. Its heyday. in 1977 and 
1978, had been succeeded by the realisa- 
tion that some of its main platforms have 
disappeared; M. Senghor is no longer in 
power; the RND has been legalised, 
whereas it achieved full prominence during 
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the notorious court case in late 1977 when 
it was refused legal recognition. It served a 
purpose however, in that it promoted a 
national concensus and thus its manifesto 
was something of an ideological mongrel. 
With M. Diouf’s appeal for national con- 
census the RND lost even more ground, 
and members of Senegalese opposition 
parties were struck by the conciliatory tone 
adopted towards the governmen: 2») 
Cheikh Anta during a news conference in 
November. The leadership of the RND is 
respected and the hopes are for a closer 
association with that other elder states- 
man, M. Mamadou Dia, M. Senghor’s 
Prime Minister until 1962. He was then 
accused of complicity against the govern- 
ment and spent almost a decade in prison. 

M. Dia’s Mouvement Democratique et 
Populaire (MDP) suffered a reverse when 
one of its luminaries, M. Valdiodio 
N'diaye, who had been in prison with M. 
Dia resigned with eight other members last 
August. M. Dia remains popular, howev- 
er, and he is tenacious. He has been largely 
responsible for the initiative to create an 
umbrella organisation co-ordinating Sene- 
galese opposition parties, COSU as it is 
known. M. Dia can also feel that some of 
the policies he proposed at independence 
have now been vindicated, both by the 
failure of the Senegalese economy in the 
last two decades and by the adoption of 
some of those policies by M. Diouf, espe- 
cially those relevant to co-operative auton- 
omy. 

The two splinter groups of the PAI also 
suffer from considerable tactical differ- 
ences. The Parti de I"Independence et du 
Travail (PIT) is controlled mainly by 
Seydou Cissoko and Amath Dansokho, 
with Maguette Thiam also in its ranks. The 
PIT has formed links with M. Dia, but 
more damaging to the eyes of some of its 
fellow opposition members, i. has come 
particularly close to the PDS. This has 
resulted in a diminution of its critical voice. 
Some also feel that even a tactical alliance 
with the PDS is hypocritical for a party 
which claims to be Senegal’s oniy commun- 
ist party. 

Its historical opponent is the Ligue 
Democratique — Mouvement pour le Parti 
du Travail. The LD-MPT also emerged 
from the divisions in the PAI, but unlike 
the PIT which is recognised by the Com- 
munist International, it has no external 
links. It claims to be Marxist-Leninist, along 
with the PIT and the PAI, but is careful to 
appeal to a wider audience, which thus 
includes consideration of the question of 
Senegalese nationalism which the MPT 
feel has been violated over the last 20 years 
by the subservience to foreign business and 
financial interests. 

For the moment, it is unlikely that the 
PIT and the LD-MPT will move any closer. 
The latter cannot accept the PIT's close 
association with the PDS (which borrowing 
from the PDS propaganda, it says is a party 








of contribution rather than opposition). 

Both the Mouvement Révolutionnaire 
pour la Democratie Nouvelle (MRDN) 
and the Union pour la Democratie Popu- 
laire (UDP) grew out of the 1968 disturb- 
ances. The MRDN led by Landing Savane 
claims to be Marxist. but is theoretically 
closer to Maoism. The UDP is less explic- 
it about its ideological commitment. In an 
attempt to distance itself from suggestions 
that it too might be Maoist, its leader, 
Hamedine Racing Guissé has said that the 
UDP is neither pro-Chinese for pro- 
Albanian. Given the ideological minefield 
created by Marx’s many successors the 
comment scarcely clarifies the UDP posi- 
tion. 

It would be wrong to say the parties 
sprouted in Senegal last year. Many of 
them have existed underground for several 
years. It has therefore been impossible to 
measure the extent of their support. If they 
can organise and discipline themselves to a 
measure of co-operation with other opposi- 
tion parties they will be able to tap 
resources of discontent that are bound to 
exist in a country suffering as many econo- 
mic problems as Senegal. 

If M. Diouf can ensure a degree of 
economic improvement (the Club of Paris 
was recently sufficiently impressed by the 
performance of the Senegalese economy tc 
reschedule the 1982 debt repayment on 
relatively generous terms and with very 
little discussion), and control over his own 
party and watch the opposition still 
disunited he may relish the prospect of an 
electoral field day in 1983.

TWO LEADING SENEGALESE OPPOSITION POLITICIANS INTERVIEWED

Q: Would you like to tell us exactly what 
the leader of the PDS, Maitre Abdoulaye 
Wade is doing these days? 

A: The PDS leader and secretarv-general. 
Maitre Abdoulaye Wade, is abroad. He is 
currently representing the party in Angola 
at an Afro-Arab conference of solidarity 
with the Palestinian people. and also at the 
20th anniversary of the MPLA. From there 
he will return to Paris. All this follows a 
decision taken by the Nationa! Secretariat 
of the »arty asking him to stay abroad to 
undertake a number of such missions for 
which the party thinks he is the best 
placed. You know there have been certain 
events during which certain elements in 
our party were accused of endangering the 
security of the state. resulting in arrests, 
searches and all kinds of investigations. We 
were accused, among other things. of 
having introduced arms into Senegal and of 
endangering state security. The party 
Secretary-Generai happened to be on a 
mission abroad when these events occur- 
red. and the party leadership decided to 
ask Maitre Wade to stay abroad. This was 
for two reasons: firstly, so that his presence 
in Senegal did not trouble the course of 
justice, and secondly he is the leader of the 
party. Of course. we were convinced our 
Party was innocent. But those who accused 
us believed in our guilt — we had to avoid 
their attempting to reach our Secretary 
General, who has prime responsibility in 
the party. If he was touched in one way or 
another, this would be very prejuc-ial to 
the party, something we would like to 
avoid. 

Q: But how could his presence disturb the 
courts? One can easily understand that the 
courts could disturb him ... but? 
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A: The conception we have of justice is 
that the court must work in an atmosphere 
of serenity. Maitre Wade's presence wouid 
have disturbed this serenity because a 
battle would have begun on a political 
level. This is an affair we have never 
wanted seen as a political matter.

— in principle 

Q: How can you try and make such a 
distinction in such a situation when you, a 
political opposition party, face such serious 
charges of a criminal and political nature? 
The judiciary, in principle. is neutral... . 
A: You do well to say “in principle’. When 
a party is accused it is first and foremost a 
political matter. At least, it is always easy 
to make a political attack out of it. A 
political trial is not an ordinary trial, and is 
rarely conducted in conditions of total 
objectivity. Therefore, the defence of our 
party consisted in maximum depoliticisa- 
tion of this affair because it was basically a 
common law problem. I think we suc- 
ceeded, because the government has a 
political court, the Cour de Sécurité de 
l"Etat, before which this case was never 
brought, because we succeeded in reducing 
the problem to an ordinary judicial dimen- 
sion. As I speak to you, the preliminary 
hearings are over and the dossier is abso- © 
lutely empty. None of the accusations 
could be proven. At least, not in the 
hearings. So, we succeeded in defending 
our party. If it had been a political matter, 
you know the law is then that the strongest 
wins. In ordinary legal procedure it is much 
harder to manipulate judges. 





When will 
Wade return? 


Q: The question remains as to when Maitre 
Wade will return. There is a limit to the 
time a politician can stay abroad. 

A: There will now be a judicial decision as 
to whether to hold a trial or not. We think 
a new phase begins now. That is, a political 
phase. The real solution to this problem is 
a political one, just as is the question of 
Maitre Wade’s return. His return is on the 
agenda of a PDA meeting to be held soon. 


I will support the motion for his return 
when the National Secretariat meets on this 
specific question. The precise date of his 
return is unimportant. we rather think 
about the modalities, and so on. 

Q: You were to hold a national congress 
sometime? 

A: Yes, we told a certain magazine that an 
extraordinary national congress or conven- 
tion should be held, given the present 
circumstances. The press arbitrarily fixed 
the date for before the end of 1981 but we 
never specified any date. We said it was 
necessary for two reasons: when a party 
comes out of such serious events, it must 
take stock, see where it is and how to 
continue its action. But what is more, next 
year there are Presidential and Legislative 
elections. Before that, we normally hold a 
congress during which elections are held 
for party posts for the elections. This 
congress will take place before the end of 
1982. In addition, we want to hold an 
extraordinary congress as soon as possible 
to define our electoral strategy. 

Q: How many seats do you have in the 
national assembly? 

A: The 1978 elections gave us 18 seats out 
of 100. Today we have 14 left. Four people 
resigned, three of whom joined the ruling 
party, and the other joined Mamadou 
Dia’s MDP. 


Defections not 
sO important 


Q: You hope *> stem the flow? 

A: These depaitures are not as important 
for @s as it may appear. Apart trom the one 
who joined another opposition party. the 
departures don't really have a political 
motiviation. They are often rather sordid 
affairs, questions of money, money either 
expected from us when they joined, or 
money they expect from the other side. 
Furthermore, the Senegalese are rather 
mercurial when it comes to politics. For 
one reason or another they change parties. 
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That is part of the Senegalese character. 
It’s not serious, because 90 per cent of our 
party members came from the Parti 
Socialisie. Every day there is a movement 
to our j\arty from the PS, and vice versa. 
This does not harm our credibility, because 
if that was the criterion, one would say that 
the PS no longer represents anybody, 
because we insist that 90 per cent of our 
members are from the PS. What we have 
also established is that when any of our 
parliamentarians resign he does not take 
along any party members in his wake, even 
those who they personally brought to the 
party do not follow them. 

In fact, | can tell you now that soon three 
of our parliamentarians are going to resign 
from the party. They know I know but it’s 
of no importance. I want them to leave 
because it will save me from having to make 
them leave. 

Q: In the party's early days, Maitre Wade 
described its position in relation to the 
ruling party as one of “loyal opposition”. 
What is the position now? 

A: The position remains unchanged. Our 
principal objective is the restoration of 
democracy and its advancement in Seneg- 


al. Our vocation, like all political parties, is 
the conquest of power. But not at any cost: 
we want to gain power democratically. We 
feel that those in power did not gain power 
by a coup de force and ought not to lose it 
by a coup de force. So we are using legal 
and democratic methods. 

Q: Don’t you think that the case brought 
against you by the ruling party shows that 
some people in that party don’t give a 
damn for your party and the help you could 
give to support democracy in Senegal? 
A: I will be a bit more subtle than you. 
Yes, I think there are some people in the 
Parti Socialiste, important people, who are 
enemies of democracy. They do their best 
to see that democracy does not reign in this 
country. 


Undemocratic 
PS elements 


These people therefore want to liquidate 
not only all the gains of democracy but also 
the parties who incarnate democracy. Such 
people exist and they are powerful. I owe it 
to the truth to say, however, that there are 
people in the PS who believe in democra- 
cy. There is an internal struggle in the PS, 
and it is the opposition parties who suffer 
the consequences when the most intransi- 














gent people momentarily have the upper 
hand. We know that democracy is not 
given on a silver platter. We know that a 
party that has ruled for 20 years alone 
Cannot accept overnight to share power or 
to hand it over. We have decided to 
Struggle because we believe in democracy. 
We know that the struggle can last many 
years, but we also know that democracy is 
possible in Senegal. | know very few 
African countries where such possibilities 
exist, and | think we have contributed to 
this. 


‘“‘We are not 
extreme left” 


Q: And if it was suggested that you 
contributed to the co-optation of opposi- 
tion forces, or rather, to the attempt to 
co-opt opposition forces by permitting 
enough parties for people to believe they 
had political representation? Right now, 
no opposition party looks ready to take 
power democratically. The ruling party has 
been able to satisfy the minimum demands 
of democratic forces in the country. 

A: Let me tell you something: we are not of 
the extreme left and we don't play the 
game of ‘‘all or nothing”. We want to help 
advance democracy. We can. and have 
been, accused of having served as an alibi 
for the ruling party to co-opt, the discon- 
tent of people. It is probably true to some 
extent. You cannot make an omelette 
without breaking eggs. It 1s one of the steps 
we have chosen to take. Now, I| think the 
change of regime depends solely at present 
on the sense of responsibility of the opposi- 
tion parties. If each party thinks it alone 
can take office, the PS can remain in power 
for a long time. But if the opposition can 
realise the common points of linkage, in 
spite of their differences then there are 
great chances for change. 


Mamadou Dia, Former Prime 
Minister and Current Leader 
of the Movement Democratique 
et Populaire 


Q: It is almost one year since President 
Diouf took office. What account would 
you give of it? 

A: We are going to give an account tn the 
next issue of our newspaper, Andé Soppi. 
The balance sheet of this year in office 
seems pretty insubstantial to me, whether 
on social, economic, political or for- 
eign policy level. With regard to domestic 
policy, the only thing Diouf can be credited 





with is the re-establishment of political 
pluralism which had been put in paren- 
theses by his predecessor (whose Prime 
Minister, let us not forget, he was for ten or 
eleven years). That is probably the only 
positive thing with which he can positive'y 
be credited. But even then, he was c> - 
demned to accept pluralism because othe. 

wise 1 don’t think he would have remained 
in office until now. Again, he hoped, and 
still hopes, to divide the opposition 
through this pluralism. It was a question of 
the very survival of his regime. Then, he 
hopes. by electoral fraud and electoral 
laws, to find ways of winning the 1983 
elections. Despite everything. political 
pluralism is a positive gesture. 

Apart from these. I don't see any thing 
else. Some people may point to the law 
against illicit enrichment. But, you know, 
this law was practically emptied of all 
content by the absence of an essential 
clause of retroactivity, and one therefore 
cannot see its effectiveness. 

And there is this exceptional amend- 
ment of Clause 35 [which provides for the 
succession of the President by the Pnme 
Minister] which was decided in such a way 
that one wonders what the government is 
hiding. 

Q: What are the effects of the amendment? 
A: This exceptional revision was decided 
edecree. It is true, of course, that the law 


provides for this. The law always provides 
its own tricks in democracy. So they 
decided it this way, and waited one month 
before notifying the opposition parties. 
Apart from all this, there are the prob- 
lems that are being made for people who 
want to join this or that political party, 
such as intimidation. Community repre- 
sentatives, for example, are not repre- 
sentatives of the government, but even if 
they were, they are still citizens, and 
therefore free to join the party of their 
choice. However, even such people today 
find themselves threatened with dismissal 
if they join any other opposition party. 
Then there is the law for the Presidential 
elections which provides for verification by 
the supreme court, which I call a swindle. 
Incidentally, there used to be an adminis- 
trative control, the Contentieux Adminis- 
tratif. Now it is a law against electoral 
fraud, but after the event. It says the 
supreme court may intervene. But, the 
supreme court is a college of not more than 
30 members. There will be 400 polling 
stations. How do you think the supreme 
court can watch over 400 voting centres on 
election day? That is why I call the iaw 
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deceitful. They say they are going to 
democratise. But at the same time as 
plaving the game of democracy they take 
steps diametrically opposed to It. 

On the level of domestic politics then, 
nothing positive has been achieved apart 
from political pluralism. On finance and 


the economy, the situation is still dis-. 


astrous and there has been no improve- 
ment in the last year. Even the Senegalese 
businessmen who were optimistic about 
Abdou Diouf, if you ask them today, and if 
they dare to speak sincerely, would express 
their disappointment. Even if you don’t 
ask them, but just read the Sole:/ and 
compile statistics on those companies 


which publish their balance sheets, you will 
see no sign of economic revival. 

Senegal’s foreign debt keeps rising. It 
has not been able to repay France, and | 
think that’s why France is not too keen to 
renew the exceptional assistance it gave to 
Senegal one year ago when Senghor's 
successor took office. 

Agriculture is a disaster; the commer- 
cialisation of millet is a fiasco, for example. 
I have a report by Réné Dumont done in 
July on Senegalese agriculture, which he 
Says is a disaster. And you know he is not 
an MDP militant. 

Q: But isn’t there the politics of escaping 
rorwards? 

A: Exactly, it is the politics of forward 
flight and the politics of the ostrich. 

Q: Don't you ever feel trapped in the 
‘democratic game” since you can't manage 
to spread your party? 

A: Yes, there is a danger. We have studied 
and grasped that danger. And we are doing 
our best not to be trapped by it. The elections 
are in 1983. If we are pressed as to whether 
we will present candidates, we Say it 1s too 
early to talk of electoral strategy, and we 
must wait. Certain conditions must be met 
before we talk of participating in the 
elections. We must work for the grouping 
of the opposition. We are in favour of 
plurainsm, but we say that it must encour- 
age unity in the opposition. We mean unity 
of action, not that these parties must be 
melted into one — that is a stage we have 
already passed in Senegal. | think the 
Parties represent distinct national sensibili- 
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ties, even if people abroad don’t accept 
that. Having said that, the parties must 
accept unified action as a condition of 
success. We have achieved this to some 
extent in the Co-ordination de L’opposi- 
tion Senegalaise Unie (COSU) which 
already comprises five organisations on 
one platform. We now want to enlarge 
this. I feel we must pursue this course if we 
are to be successful in the 1983 elections. 
Otherwise, if we approach the elections in 
disorder, we will be playing into the hands 
of the ruling party. That’s obvious. And 
that would be serious for Senegal. 








LD-MPT SECRETARY STRESSES NEED FOR OPPOSITION UN’ TY

THE two political priorities which face 
Senegal’s Opposition parties are access to 
the media by the opposition and the 
unity of the opposition, according to M. 
Abdoulaye Bathily. “The realisation of full 
democracy” will require a more equitable 
access to the media. The latter. M. Bathily 
believes, are dominated by state controlled 
organs. The radio, the television and the 
national daily Le Soleil. are all controlled 
by the government. Opposition communi- 
ques, M. Bathily says, are published at a 
price by Le Soleil. The same conditions do 
not apply to the Parti Socialiste. 

The co-ordination of the opposition was 
a first step. but according to M. Bathily. 
“true change” in Senegal will only be 


achieved through unity in the opposition. 
What, then, are the changes that he 
envisages? The control of Senegal by its 
own people. There must be a break with 
imperialism. especially France, and the 
tendency to put Senegal at the disposal of 
the International Monetary Fund over the 
last 18 months must be ended. 
Economically there “are possibilities for 
Senegal to get out of the crisis”. Popular 
forces must be employed to achieve this. 
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And until such fundamental issues as food, 
health, housing and education are sorted 
out, M. Bathily believes that the crisis in 
Senegal will persist. Sufficient rice could be 
produced to satisfy local demand, we did 
not have time to discuss the cost of nice 
production in Senegal. Off-shore fishing 
should also be exploited. * An end must be 
put to the indivisible reign of the ground- 
nut.” 


M. Bathily was particularly critical of the 
degree of external influence on Senegalese 
finance and commerce. This was particu- 
larly true of the consequences of the 
Senegalese membership of the franc zone. 


Withdrawal, however, had examples 
to avoid in both Mali and Guinea whose 
economies lacked the political organisation 
to consolidate the break. 


Basically, M. Bathily belicves that little 
of substance has changed since the Pres- 
idency of Leopold Senghor. His own party, 
the LD-MPT, collaborates with no other 
foreign party and has no association with 
the ruling Parti Socialiste, nor does it 
contemplate any collaboration. The 
ideological strength of the party, he be- 
lieves, is its need to accept the fact that 
Marxism must be “adapted to Senegalese 
conditions” in the light of experience.

MANE RAPS PDS LEADERSHIP--Dakar, January 16--A founder member of Senegal's 
opposition PLS party has resigned in a continuing row over the party's links 
with Libya, cutting the PDS strength to nine in the 100-seat National Assembly.

PRESIDENT EMPOWERED TO SEIZE ASSETS

[Text] . Parliament yesterday empowered President Siaka Stevens to order the 
forfeiture to the Government, local authority of Corporation of all or part of 
the asset of any person who has been inquired into and appears to have acquired 
assets in an unlawful manner. 


The power is contained in the Commission of Inquiry Amendment Act 1982 which was 
approved by the House. 


The bill extended the scope of the Commission of Inquiry forfeiture of Assets 
Decree of 1967. 


The Bill which also prohibits the transfer of assets including lands, monies, 
bonds, shares, stock and vehicles by any person who is being inquired, was 
tabled by the First Vice-President, Mr S. I. Koroma under a certificate of 
urgency. 


It also required that no person whose conduct is being inquired into should with- 
draw from his bank account more than L3 500 for any one month from the date 

of appointment of the Commission of Inquiry except with the written permission 
of the Attorney-general and Minister of Justice. 


A fine not exceeding Le 4,000 or imprisonment for two years shall be imposed on 
any person who contravenes the new law. 


Two members of Parliament, Mr Mana Kpaka, Pajehun East and Mr S. A. T. Koroma;

[Text] A Shop-Steward of the Dock-Workers Union, Mr Khalil Roy Kamara, has 
told the Taju-Deen Commission of Inquiry about the strike called by Congress 
in September last year and admitted that his Union supported it. 


Re told the Commission that as Shop-Steward he was in charge of at least 200 
workers. 


Answering questions from the Acting Senior State Counsel, Mr Amadu Deen 
Tejansie, he said the rank and file of his Union were consulted before going 
on strike.

This constitutes a good foundation for developing efficient cooperation between 
Sierra Leone and the Socialist countries on an equal footing. 


The equal relations come out as the most important tool in realizing the world- 
wide historical mission of the working class--to liquidate all forms of class 
oppression and injustice in international relations to establish universal peace 
and security to eradicate wars and consolidate really just democratic relations 
among peoples and nations. 


The foreign policy of socialist countries is such a policy which not by word 


but by deeds realizes the external dreams of mankind to liquidate wars on the 
earth and promote cooperation among states and peoples.

SEAMEN'S UNION ORDERED TO SUSPEND CHECK-OFFS

[Text] The Chairman of the Taju-Deen Commission of Inquiry, Mr M. 0. Taju-Deen 
has given an interim order for all check-off payments to the Sierra Leone Sea- 
men's Union should be suspended after December 31, last year until further 
notice. 


The order was given during wringling over secretaryship and recognition of the 
different factions of the Seamen's Union. 


After three witnesses had given evidence on the issue, Counsel for Labour Con- 
gress Mr J. B. Jenkins Johnson made a submission calling on the Commission to 
take immediate action to suspend the Seamen's Union from functioning since the 
Commissioner of Labour had revealed that it was operating illegally. 


The Acting Senior State Counsel, Mr Amadu Deen Tejansie in his reply said while 
it was true that evidence had been adduced that the Union was operating ille- 
gally, he felt it would be outside the terms of reference of the Commission to 
implement the action recommended by Mr Jenkins Johnson. 


He suggested that the revelation made by the Commissioner of Labour be given 
serious consideration by the Commission in making its recommendation on the 
second aspect of the term of reference. 


Earlier, after Mr Alusine Sanda Bangura describing himself as Secretary General 
of the same union had given evidence, the Commissioner of Labour Mr Leonard 
E. Johnson was recalled before the Commission. 


Led in evidence by the Acting Senior State Counsel, Mr Amadu D. Tejan-Sie, Mr 
Johnson recalled February 21 last year when his Ministry supervised an election 
of the Sierra Leone Seamen's Union. 


He told the Commission that there was an attempt to hold an election previous 
to that one but it was inconclusive as there were protests from various factions. 


Answering a question from Commissioner Benjamin, Mr Johnson said there was no 
election held on February 14 last year as the Commission was told by Mr Alusine 
Sanda Bangura who described himself as Secretary General of the Union. 


Mr Johnson said that at the election held on the 2lst a total of 1,009 votes 


were recorded out of a membership of 1,555 and one Mr D. Lahai was elected 
President and Mr Kekura Sandy Secretary General. 


He told the Commission that after the election he received a letter from a 
group headed by Mr Alusine Sanda Bangura asking that the election should be 
nullified since Mr Sandy was on suspension. 


Mr Johnson said. he invited that group to a meeting in his office and told them 
that they were not the recognised group of the Union.

CENTRAL BANK GOVERNOR ON EXCHANGE RESERVES — 
ABO11729 Paris AFP in English 1615 GMT 1 Feb 82 


[Text] Freetown, 1 Feb (AFP)--Sierra Leone's total foreign exchange reserves 
at the end of last year stood at 17.4 million leones (about the same in dollars). 


According to Central Bank Governor James Funna this represents the equivalent 
of just over three weeks imports as compared with the statutory minimum of three 
months imports 63 million leones. 


The combination of weak markets abroad and smuggling of goods abroad led to a 
substantial drop in export earnings, which amounted to about 170 million leones 
last year as compared to 221 million leones in 1980, a drop of 23 percent, Mr 
Funna said. 


The Central Bank governor also disclosed at the bank's annual dinner that between 
July and December last year the bank purchased about 7,000 troy ounces of gold, 
of which 3,882 were exported for 1.6 million leones. 


Mr Funna made suggestions on improving the foreign exchange position of the 
country and its effect on imports, including the establishment of a broader- 
based import licence allocation committee which would meet quarterly to review 
applications. 


He also proposed the creation of an agricultural bank to tackle the problems 
of financing agricultural production and related activities.

COMMISSION URGES REGULATIONS GOVERNING JOURNALISTS

{Text] The report of a South African government commission, the Steyn Commission 
into the mass media, has been tabled in parliament in Cape Town. 


The commission which investigated the ability of the media to meet the needs of 
the South African community and the demands of the times, said a national and 
international information and communications policy such as it envisaged would 
operate independently of any state department. It said, as background to its 
proposals, that South Africa was a subject [as heard] to a total onslaught 
emanating mainly from the Soviet Union and its allies and escalating in intensity.

The commission said a professional and sophisticated communications system was 
vital for South Africa and that if it was to be turned into its fullest account 
then all concerned, government opposition, press, broadcasting media and private 
enterprise, would have to cooperate in conveying a true and authoritative story 
to the world. Here it emphasized the need for preemptive and [words indistinct] 
rather than reactive and defensive actions. 


Describing the threat against South Africa as far wider and more intense than 
gradually appreciated, the commission (?said) that compared to higher defense 
spending, spending in the closely allied information field had become abysmally 
inadequate. The demand of the times was that the South African politician and 
general citizen should be more aware of the components of the threat facing them 
which required better information and pertinent study. 


The commizsion rejected authoritarian steps to control the media, but took the 
position that the solution lay with the media themselves, assisted, supported 

and backed by the government. Accordingly, it proposed, as one step to profes- 
sionalize journalism that a roll of journalists should be introduced. Qualifica- 
tions for membership of the profession should be controlled by statute, but 
formulated by the proposed central general council which would also enforce the 
profession's code of conduct. This would also supply to foreign correspondents 
who reported in South African for media abroad.

UN COMMISSION ARRIVES TO PROBE SEYCHELLES COUP

[Text] Mbabane, (Swaziland), 1 Feb (AFP)--The United Nations Commission of 
Inquiry on the abortive coup d'etat in the Seychelles last November arrived in 
Swaziland over the weekend and began work immediately, it is learned officially 
in Mbabane today. 


The UN delegation was led by Carlos Ozores (Panama) and K. Sesaki (Japan), both 
members of the international organization's permanent secretariat. 


In an interview with a local newspaper, Mr Ozores stated that the Security Council 
had given them the mandate to investigate the background and the financing of 

the aggression against the Seychelles. We have to begin (our investigation) 

here, because mercenaries arrived in the Seychelles aboard a Swazi plane, 

he said. 


Mr Ozores added that it was important to interview the crew of this aircraft (a 
royal Swazi airline F-28 which was later on damaged at the Mahe airport) as well 
as the company's management, policemen and guards at the Matsapha airport, near 
Mbabane.

The conversation that the crew members could have had with the mercenaries are 
likely to help us, he said. Mr Ozores added that he did not yet know if the 
commission would later on visit South Africa, because of what he called Pretoria's 
negative attitude.

Observers recall that it was last 25 November that about 50 mercenaries, mostly 
South Africans, landed at the Mahe airport with the intention of overthrowing 
the government of President Albert Rene. The coup having failed because of a 
violent resistance from the Seychellois forces, the mercenaries seized an Air 
India plane and hijacked it to Durban (South Africa).

DAR-ES-SALAAM, January 16 - Tanzania's Preventive Detention 
Act has come under heavy fire from lawyers, judges and state 
attorneys at a legal symposium at the University of Dar-es- 
Salaam. 


One lawyer called the Act a "menace" and Senior State 
Attorney L.T. Kalunga said that the Act - originally intended to 
curb political dissidence - was no longer "preventive but puni- 
tive". : 


High Court Judge NassoroMnzavas ‘said it was unfortunate 
that the Act was now being used as part of the body of criminal 
laws, while another Senior State Attorney, Ernest Mwaipopo, said 
the most serious deprivation under the Act was the denial of the 
detainee to have his case heard. 


Under the law, a detainee was supposed to be informed of 
the reasons for his detention within 15 days, Mr. Mwaipopo told 
the symposium, opened two days ago by Justice Minister Julie 
Manning. 


"But this normally is not the case", Mr. Mwaipopo said. 


The law-allowed detainees to petition the President for a 
review of their cases only after the prisoners were told of the 
reasons for their detention, he said. 


Attorney-General Joseph Warioba, who attended the symposium, 


admitted that the Act was harsh but denied that it gave unli- 
mited powers to the President to order detentions without trial. 
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Tanzania was not the only country in the world that had 
such legislation, Mr. Warioba said. Many countries, both deve- 
loped and under-developed, had provisions in their laws to 
safeguard their national interests, he said. 


Public criticism of the Act, passed in 1964, was first 
voiced by Tanzanian Appeal Court Judge Robert Kisanga three weeks 
ago. He called for a review of the Act to determine whether it 
was still relevant to the country after 20 years of independence. 


The Act was relevant only if the country was at war or ina 
state emergency, Justice Kisanga said. Continued application of 
the Act during peace time posed a threat to the individual 


freedom as underlined in the preamble to the country's constitu- 
tion, he said.

FINANCE MINISTER OUTLINES NEW BUDGET 
CA011126 Lusaka Domestic Service in English 1800 GMT 29 Jan 82 


[Excerpts] Finance Minister Mr Kebby Musokotwane announced in Lusaka today that 
prices of sugar, beer, soft drinks, cigarettes and petrol go up with effect from 
midnight tonight. Mr Musokotwane announced the new price increases when he deliver- 
ed this year's budget speech in parliamert. 


Mr Musokotwane also announced new income tax measures under which husbands and 
wives will in future share equally the married tax allowances and be taxed as a 
family unit. 


The party and its government is making adjustments in the economy regarding in- 
vestment policy. The adjustments call for the curbing of consumption expenditure 
through strict controls on recurrent expenditure, curbing of inflationary expec- 
tations, pursuit of a realistic prices and incomes policy, vigorous implementation 
of pricing and continued reduction of subsidies. Mr Musokotwane said this in par- 
liament today during his budget speech, in which he also announced the reduction 
of subsidies from 124 kwacha 7.7 million kwacha [as heard] to 88.6 million kwacha. 


Other measures on which government will place emphasis are the expansion of agri- 
culture and food production through increased investment and technical assistance, 
continued strengthening of the operational effectiveness of the public sector and 
[word indistinct] promotions of industrial production based on domestic resources 
both for local consumption and export. Mr Musokotwane said although the measures 
were costly, the adjustment was necessary so that the government parascatals and 
the business community could provide more goods and services to the public and 
continue in business. All the measures, the minister emphasized, were aimed at 
stabilizing and strengthening the economy by switching over from consumption to 
production. Accordingly, he said, the government's fiscal policies are geared to- 
wards limiting the growth of public expenditure to the resource:; available to the 
government. The government has also increased capita] and recurrent expenditure 
from 225.8 and 965.5 million kwacha last year to 331.6 and 1,169.4 million kwacha 
this year respectively. This was announced by the minister of finance in parlia- 
ment when he presented the new budget. 


The minister said 270 million kwacha of the capital expenditure is expected to be 
financed by foreign loans and that the major areas of this expenditure will be the 
ministry of agriculture and water development, 47 million kwacha power, transport 
and communications, 23.2 million kwacha, and education and health, 25 million kwacha 
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between them. The minister said all sectors accounted for 60.9 percent of the 
total [word indistinct] as compared to the budget of 225.8 million kwacha in 1981. 
The government has [word indistinct] reduced subsidies from 124.7 million to 88.6 
million kwacha this year. This in view of the lack of government revenue, which 
the minister said required judicious use of the nation's scant resources for the 
promotion of greater production and self-reliance. The minister told the house 
that although the approved capital expenditure for last year was 329.5 million 
kwacha the preliminary expenditure was 167 million kwacha representing only 51 
percent of the total allocation. 


Zambia will this year draw 270 million kwacha from the 820 million kwacha inter- 
national monetary fund loan, IMF. This Musokotwane said when he presented this 
year's budget in parliament. He said negotiations on arrangements to govern the 
next drawing are scheduled to start next month. Last year Zambia made a total 
drawing of 302 million kwacha from the loan. Mr Musokotwane explained that because 
the international monetary fund facilities had [words indistinct] the government 
has to negotiate annual arrangements before drawing them out, and the agricultural 
sector has been earmarked to receive a greater share of the international monetary 
fund credits. Mr Musokotwane said this reflected the party and its government's 
continued commitment to the diversification of the economy. Budget allocation to 
the agriculture sector has also been increased from last year. He said any breach 
of the ceilings governing the amount of the credit extended to both the government 
and private sectors by the banking system will lead to a cancellation of the 
facility and forfeit of drawings on the foreign exchange under the arrangement. 

He warned that in order to satisfy facility requirements, all expenditure this 
year should be within budget allocations. Any additional expenditure in the form 
of supplementary warrants which is not supported by savings will merely exacerbate 
the pressure on the budget and will lead to a breach of ceiling. He tuld the house 
it is indeed pertinant that all the controlling officers ot -erve this fact, which 
is vitally important.

GOVERNMENT TO REDUCE PRESS INFLUENCE

[Text] Lusaka, 28 Jan (AFP)--The Zambian Government has decided to cut back the 
influence of the country's press by putting a stop to radio broadcasts of daily 
newspaper editorials, according to reliable sources here. 


The move follows an editorial in the TIMES of Zambia, which is owned by the sole 
party, the United National Independence Party (UNIP), criticizing the circumstances 
of a cabinet shuffle on 17 January. | 


Editorials from the TIMES and from the government-owned Zambia DAILY MAIL were 
broadcast regularly over the national radio following the main morning news. The 
sources said the government sought to reduce the sphere of influence of the edi- 
torials of the two newspapers, which are hardly read outside the urban areas. 


However, this decision does not seem to aim at otherwise restricting the Zambian 
press, which counts among the most liberal in Africa. 


The management of the TIMES (circulation 65,000) and the MAIL (45,000) may be 
appointed by the government, but the newspapers do not flinch from campaigning 
against financial scandals or dubious political practices, even if high officials 
are involved. 


The incriminating editorial, published in the TIMES on 20 January, said that the 
previous Sunday's reshuffle by President Kenneth Kaunda of party and government 
leaders “is having its own twists and turns. The moral question...is whether or 
not the president was informed about all the issues involved." 


The reshuffle affected two secretaries of state, four governors and several top 
party and state officials. 


The TIMES asked if the president knew that one of the people dismissed in the re- 


organization, provincial Governor Ntana Chindefu, had cited poor health as a reason 
for abandoning a visit to Bulgaria--the cause of his dismissal. 
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The newspaper also wrote that "another disturbing question is being askéd about the 
morality and legality of appointing a suspended officer, under investigation over 

a financial scandal in a major parastatal, to the national high office of a district 
governor." 


Two days later the TIMES withdrew its criticism, noting that "we are fallible," 
and acknowledging the presidential prerogative to make the appointments he wanted. 
It added that it had not been bidden to make the withdrawal.

TRADE PACTS WITH PRC, GDR, INDIA, ZAMBIA SIGNED

[Text] Salisbury, 21 Jan (AFP)--The Zimbabwe Parliament has ratified trade agree- 
ments signed late last year with China, East Germany, India and Zaoia. 


The house of assembly unanimously approved the facts after a brief debate in 
which members were told Zimbabwe's exports to all four countries exceeded its 
imports in 1981. 


Deputy Trade Minister Moses Mvenge said exports to China for the first nine 
months of last year were valued at nearly 21 million Zimbabwe dollars (29 million 
U.S.) while imports were only 962,000 Zimbabwe dollars. China imports mainly 
tobacco from Zimbabwe, and has said it would like to buy cotton, sugar and 

chrome as well. 


Trade figures with Zambia were not given in the house. According to the 
Zimbabwean News Agency ZIANA, Zimbabwe exported 26.5 million dollars worth of 
products—including coal, grain and manufactured goods--to its northern neighbor 
in 1981. Zimbabwe imported 17.5 million dollars worth from Zambia, mainly 
electrical power bought hydroelectric project. 


Mr Mvenge said East Germany imported 1.2 million dollars worth of materials 
from Zimbabwe and sent just 44,000 dollars worth here. India [words indistinct]

MCNALLY NAMED JUDGE--Salisbury, January 14--A white Salisbury lawyer, 

Nick McNally, who opposed the white minority regime of Rhodesia and defended 
several African nationalist leaders, was named a judge in the Zimbabwe High 
Court Wednesday. Mr. McNally, 50, graduated in law from Cape Town University, 
where he met Robert Mugabe when they were both executive members of the 
Catholic Federation of Students from 1952-53. He also met there Bernard Chidzero,. 
now Zimbabwe's Minister of Ec nomic Planning and Development and Acting Minister 
of Trade and Commerce. Mr. McNally came to Zimbabwe in 1954 and was admitted 

as a barrister in the High Court in 1964, the year Ian Smith and his Rhodesian 
Front party proclaimed the country's unilateral declaration of independence 
from Britain to avoid any movement towards black majority rule. Mr. McNally 
was a key member of political groups formed to oppose the Rhodesian Front's 
minority-rule government. He was president of a group called the National 
Unifying Force.

YOUNGER MUZOREWA SUES--Salisbury, January 15--The son of former Zimbabwean 

Prime Minister Bishop Abel Muzorewa has lodged a multi-million dollar lawsuit 
against Prime Minister Robert Mugabe, two Cabinet ministers and five news 
organizations. Philemon Muzorewa, 27, who describes himself as a student in 

London but who currently is residing in Zimbabwe, has filed a suit in 

Zimbabwe's High Court claiming 10 million Zimbabwe dollars from each of the 

eight defendants for alleged defamation of character and one million pounds 

sterling for loss of earnings. The suit arises from criticism by the Government 

in the local media of the younger Muzorewa'’s Southern African Anti-Apartheid 

and Anti-Racism Movement (SAAAM) and the Southern African Charitable Rehabilita- 

tion and Refugee Relief Fund (SACREF) which were publicly launched in September 1981. 
Mr. Muzorewa announced then that the groups were to help the liberation of South 
Africa and the Namibian territory from white-minority rule. He said the groups, 
which he was to head, had been formed after consultation with the Zimbabwe Government. 
But a week later a Foreign Ministry spokesman strongly denounced Mr. Muzorewa's 
organizations as “obvious fronts for the enemy” and denied that the Government had 
been consulted about their formation.
